Where the Paris Struck. 

The Manacles are among the most dan- 
gerous rocks in the English Channel. They 
Ite near the Lizard light, about twenty-five 
miles east of Land’s End. | . 

It was on the Manacles the Atlantic trans- 
port liner Mohegan struck on the night of 
Oct. 14 last year, when two-thirds of those 


on board perished. Only fifty-two persons 


of the passengers and crew escaped. 

The Mohegan struck the rocks on a clear 
night in fair weather, and how the steamer 
got out of its course far enough to throw it 
on the rocks has never been satisfactorily 
cleared up. There is a passage inside of the~ 
Manacles about 200 yards wide, which is 
sometimes followed in fine weather by 
coasters going to and from Falmouth har- 
bor, but no liners make this harbor. and if 
a big ship were to try it would not attempt 
this passage. 

The rocks themselves are connected by 
ledges. They lie about three-quarters of a 
mile from the shore at Manacle Point, and 
all but one are covered at high water. Pen- 
win, the outmost rock, is marked by a black 
bell buoy, with a staff and ball with the word 
** Manacies”’ on its head. The Mohegan 
struck on the Vase Rock, which is close to 
Penwin, where a bare twelve feet of water 
covered the rocks. Before the Mohegan 
the Manacles could count their victims by 
the score. | 
Record Breaking Trip. 

The Paris was launched on Oct. 22, 1888, 
at Glasgow, Scotland. It is 525 feet long, 
65 3-10 feet beam, and 42 feet deep. , 

On the first trip, ending in New York 
July 27,'1802, the Paris created a new 
record of 5 days, 15 hours, and 58 minutes 
from Queenstown, and beat the best single 
day's run of the Teutenic—5l7 knots, by 
three knots. Its average daily run for the 
four full nautical days—from noon to noon 
~—was S11 knots, and its best hourly av- 
erage for one day was 21.02 knots, which 
at that time had never been equaled by any 
other steamship. Among the passengers on 
this trip were former Mayor Abram 5. 
Hewitt, Arthur A. Zimmerman, the bicycle 
rider, De Wolf Hopper, and Nat Goodwin, 
ges Service in the War. 

When the Paris was impressed into the 
service of the United States navy during the 
Spanish war it was rechristened the Yale. 
Its last trip before it entered the service of 
the government ended in New York on May 
1, 1608. 

On the trip the Paris came over in seven 
days, seventeen hours and forty-five min- 
utes slower than its usual time, but it had 
run some distance out of the regular course, 
as Captain Frederick Watkins had been 
warned before he left the other side that the

the service of the United States, and after 
refitting resumed its place in the merchant 
marine.

President McKinley’s Reply. 
_ President McKinley made the following 
response: 

** Fellow-Citizens: I beg to acknowledge 
the warm and generous welcome which has 
been extended on your behalf by Colonel 
Rohrer, I assure you that this Is altogether 
an unexpected courtesy and pleasure and 
all the more appreciated for, in passing so 
rapidly through your valley, I had no 
thought I would be thus greeted by the peo- 
ple of Rockingham County. I am glad, my 
fellow-citizens, to look upon your beautiful 
valley once more, one of the richest and 
most attractive in our great country. It is 
a rich heritage you possess and enjoy. 

‘*T heartily join with your speaker in con- 
gratulations upon a reunited country. We 
are now happily one in purpose and one in 
patriotism. I congratulate you upon the 
evidences of prosperity that I see at every 
hand. It is a common prosperity, partici- 
pated in by both the North and the South. 
It now rests upon us and those who follow 
us to see to it that this union of States es- 
tablished by the fathers representing lib- 
erty and justice, representing the highest 
opportunities and blessings, shall not perish 
from the earth. I thank you and bid you 
good-by.” [Loud and prolonged applause. } 

Fun Mixed with Patriotism. 

There were several amusing incidents. At 
Woodstock, General James H. Williams, a 
gray-headed soldier, who commanded a 
Confederate battery at Kernstown, pushed 
to the steps of the car, and, taking the Pres- 
ident by the hand, said: 

* We of Woodstock are all. here to greet 
you, and to welcome you, irrespective of 
race, color, or previous condition of servi-. 
tude. I want to tell you, Mr. President, that 
this is the town from which the celebrated 
Muhlenburg Dutch regiment went to the 
revolutionary war, and there are still some 
of their descendants here, and they are still 
loyal. I was one of those who shot at you. 
I am glad I missed you, and now I am glad 
to shake your hand.” 

This sally was greeted with shouts of “ So 
are we” from many of the crowd. With 
appreciation of the humor and patriotism

At Strasburg Junction an old man inthe 
crowd shouted: “‘ Mr. President, I expect 
you find it pleasanter going down the valley 
today than you did on another occasion,” 
while another old fellow hobbled up to the 
platform and said: “I want to shake hands 
with you, and I am an old rebel, too.” 

The Rev. Mr. Spiegel of Cedar Creek pre- 
sented the President with a bayonet and 
some bullets picked up by his little boy on 
the battlefield. The President gave the lit- 
tle fellow a white carnation from his but- 
tonhole and thanked him heartily. 

At Winchester the President visited Hi- 
ram Lodge, in which he was initiated asa 
Mason years ago. The officers and many 
members were on hand to greet him. He 
also visited the National Cemetery, where 
many of his old comrades are buried, The 
party also went to Hebron Cemetery, and 
visited the graves of the Confederate dead.

HIS REFUSAL TO RESIGN. 


In a Courteously-Worded Letter He 
Asserts He Has Been Misunderstood 
and That He Will Not Change His 
Position in Any Particular—No Ac- 
tion as Yet Taken on the Matter— 
Meeting at Minneapolis Disposes of 
Many Minor Affairs. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Minneapolis, Minn., May 20.—[Special.}— 
A hush of expectancy fell over the assembly 
this morning when. the Rev. Dr. Wallace 
Radcliffe, the chairman of the Committee 


, on Bills and Overtures, rose to read bis first 


report. Overture after overture were read 
by title and referred to their proper com- 
mittees. 

One concerned the formatiow.of a new 
presbytery, another had to do with changes 
in the printed minutes of the assembly, but 
finally those which interested the entire as- 
sembly and the church throughout the land 
were reached. 

These related to the election of Brigham 
H. Roberts to a seat in Congress. Presby- 
tery after presbytery had appealed to the 


_Supreme court of the church for a decisive 
word, The wording of the overtures was 


not given, and the papers were returned to 
the committee for further consideration and 
recommendation, but the end was not yet. 

Nine overtures contained the word “‘ Mc- 
Giffert,”” and these aleo were returned to 
the committee for further consideration. 
Then a change was made. 


Beach McGiffert Reply. 


“Paper 140,” said the chairman, “is a 
letter from Professor McGiffert,- and I sug- 


* gest that it be read.” 


“Shall I read it?” said the clerk. 

“If you please,”’. replied Dr. Radcliffe. 

The letter was brief and courteous. In 
substance it said: “ Weare brethren. Iam 
misunderstood, but*I cannot accept the 
counsel of the assembly to withdraw from 
the ministry of the Presbyterian Church, in 


_ * whose welfare I am deeply concerned.”’ 


The effect of the letter was electrical. 
From all parts of the house came hearty 
applause, as though the commissioners felt 
that this incident was closed; but it is not 
closed, for the letter, with the overtures, is 
still in the hands of the committee of which 
Dr. Radcliffe is chairman, and another re- 
port will be received within a few days.

“While no suspicion has fallen upon any of 
the clerks, all will be watched, and every 
effort made to detect any attempt to bribe 
them. The fact that there are over 800 
clerks in the office of the Board of Assessors, 
any one of whom by the omission of a figure 
or two might effect a considerable loss to 
the county and city, under ordinary con- 
ditions would make an infringement of the 
law comparatively easy. All assessment 
figures, however, will be passed upon by the 
Board of Review, and the members of that 
body declare that every figure will be proved 
by. them and all clerical work examined. 
Some time ago it was found one of the 
deputy Assessors had tampered with the 
figures, and this has served to increase the 
vigilance of the Assessors. 


‘ Mr. Keith Confirms Story.

crowd. who turned out, notwithstanding the 
unfavorable weather. That was partly ac- 


counted for because of the personal pop- 
ularity of Mr. McDowell, but mainly be- 
cause of the fact May Hempstead was quoted 


at prohibitive odds, 1 to 7, and the anxiety 


of the public to wager on the classic event 
led it to back Rush in small amounts at the 
tempting odds of 5 to 1. 

The crowd cheered itself hoarse as Rush 
finished ten lengths in front of May Hemp- 
stead at the wire. When it was all over the 
band appropriately played ‘‘ She Was Bred 
in Old Kentucky,” Rush having been foaled 
at Mr. McDowell’ s farm near Lexington. 

The race was such a one-sided affair that 
it hardly needs extended description. May 
Hempstead broke ameck in front to a good 
Start, but was immediately outrun by Rush, 
who had the outside position. 

Beginning the turn out of the backstretch 
Rush, it was quickly noted, was stealing 
away from May Hempstead instead of going 
back to her. Then the crowd broke loose 
and began a pandemonium of yelling and 
cheering that did not end until Rush had 
been led away after her victory.

WIN FROM, NOTRE DAME. 


CHICAGO ATHLETES SCORE AN UN- 
EXPECTED VICTORY. 


Strength in the Field Events Which 
Has Been Recently Developed Adds 
te the Maroons’ Score—Burroughs

The unexpected strength which Chicago 
showed in several of the field events, to- 
gether with the good showing in a few of 
the track events, gave the Maroons the 
meet. The surprige of ‘the day came with 
Corcoran’s two victories over Burroughs in 
the 100-yard and 220-yard dashes. These 
were not at all expected. The phenomenal 
speed which was shown by the South Bend 
athlete, together with his strength to cope 


with the wind which blew down the stretch, 


enabled him to win by two feet from the 
Maroon sprinter in the 100-yard dash and 
by at least two yards in the 220-yard event. 

Then again, in the 440-yard run, he was on 
even terms with Slack, the Chicago wonder, 
but towards the finish he slowly drew away 
and beat Slack out by a good margin. 

Powers was as usual the star of the day, 
and, with Corcoran, shared the honors. 
Powers won the high jump, shot put, and 
broad jump, taking second in the discus 
throw, and in tying with Drew for first in 
pve pole vault netted 22% points for his 

eam. 

Schmahl and Mortimer for Chicago were 
surprises. Both had figured on taking sec- 
ond in their events, and no one had picked 
them to win. Schmahl, however, rallied and 
by throwing the discus over 108 feet man- 
aged to beat out Powers and Mortimer, and 
by winning the hammer throw with a new 
record of 118 feet 10% inches added to Chi- 
cago’s score in the tield events. 

The best event of the day was the half- 
mile run, in which, in spite of the high wind, 
which prevented any sort of records being 
made, Maloney seemed to be the sure win- 
ner, but it looked doubtful for a while as 
he hung back a good distance, and seemed 
to be out of it.

Drew was a surprise to every one, and he 
cleverly managed to hold out with Powers 
in the pole vault, tying at 10 feet 3 inches, 
while Magee and Glynn tied for third, thus 
necessitating a division of points. 

The largest crowd of the season witnessed 
the contests, Notre Dame furnishing the 
greater number of the spectators. The 
alumni of the South Bend school were out 
in numbers, while a North Side school of 
the same order as Notre Dame sent a crowd 
of 200 youngsters, who filled one of the 
grand stands and made things lively.

MADE IN SWEATSHOPS. 


John Taggart, who Calls Himeelf a 
Victim of the System, Says’ Men 
Who Order Suits Made in Shops of 
‘Merchant Tatlors Are Not Protect- 
ed Against Contagion, Because the 
Sewing Is Done in the Homes of 
Journeymen,. 


A warning to the man who buys his cloth- 
ing from a reputable tailor and pays a high 
price for it has been given through the Con- 

sumers’ league by one of the men who make 

? the clothing. John Taggart, 23 Troy street, 

a journeyman tailor, who calls himself one 

of the victims of the sweating system, has 

; sent to the league a letter which will be used 

f Be at the public meeting of the league this 
week. 

“I have noticed,” said Mr. Taggart to a 
reporter for THE TRIBUNE, “ that in all the 
discussion of the question the impression is 
left that the system affects the manu- 
facture of only the cheaper grade of cloth- 
ing, whereas nothing could be farther from 

} : _the mark. So far as the dissemination of 
contagious disease is concerned, there is as 
| much danger from clothing made by the 
| first-class merchant tailors as from the 
| cheaper grades. 
| “The manufacture of theap clothing is. 
‘ to an extent under the eyes of the factory 
inspector. Only three of the best merchant 


tailors in Chicago have supplied their 


tailors with shops in which to do their work 
under sanitary conditions. All the others 

a their work doné on the sweating sys- 
em. 


“That means the different garments are 
merely cut and trimmed in the finely fur- 
nished stores in which the order is given. 
/ Then the cloth goes to the three sections of 
| the city. The coat maker, the vest maker, 
and the trousers maker call for the goods, 
and if they are married men they take it to 
their living rooms. There he makes the gar- 
“ment and brings it back to the tailor. 


Customers Are Deceived. 


“If the customer should happen to ask his 
merchant tailor if he gives out any work-he 
probably would say no and take the inquirer 
back to the room where his altering is done 
and where a few men work. ‘ That,’ he will- 
say, ‘is the room where our tailoring is 

-. done.’ But it isn’t; and it is not all the frult 

| of the proprietor that it is not done in shops. 

‘ The journeymen are chiefly, almost entirely, 

foreigners, accustomed to working in their 

| homes in their own country, and they will 
q not use the shop. 

“Now, if one member of the garment 

| | maker’s family happens to be sick with a 

| contagious disease, as is liable to be the 

case, the disease is spread to the purchaser 


of the garment. Hie never dreams of ascrib- | 


{ ing the cause to his garments, supposing he 
7 was thoroughly protected by leaving his 
 &§ order with a reputable firm and by paying 
the highest price. 
“I have worked as a journeyman tallor in 
m Chicago for fifteen years, and during that 
» time I have never had any of my employers 
: | come to see my workshop, or my home, 
‘ which was one and the samething. As they 
: never supplied me with a shop I have been 
obliged to take one of my living rooms for 
«work. 
. ™ The system is degrading and is demoral- 
-izing the whole trade. Home work leads to 
»long hours. I have just left one house in 
, which the man and his wife were at work. 
The wife had just put a kettle on the stove 
‘for supper. When that is over they will 
work during the whole night, and Supday 
“morning will find them still working. I could 
go to the home of nearly any journeyman 
‘that I know tomorrow and find the family 
‘at work. They cannot helpit. If the work 
‘was done in the merchant tailor’s shop the 
hours could be regulated. : 
Disease Spread by Garments. 
A “The spreading of disease alone should be 
enough to arouse the public on this question. 
‘I could add one instance to another where I 
know disease has been carried into the fam- 
files of the wealthy here tn Chicago. Peo- 
‘ple who take the greatest pains. to protect 
their children ncver dream that disease can 
be hidden in the clothes they are wearing. 
Wealthy people never will be protected until 
they demand that their clothing be made in 
Ss shops in which the sanitation és good and 
which are under the supervision of the man 
to whom their order is given.

The crowd laughed and cheered, and Buel 
jumped on the next car, saying he was hun- 
gry, and wanted to get home in time for 
supper. 

In the few moments he had to wait for a 
car, however, he was surrounded by a crowd 
of a thousand people, who struggled vainly 
to get close enough to, speak to him. He 
scanned the throng, then, as the car ap- 
proached, made a dash for it. The car was 
surrounded at once, and Buel stepped on the 
footboard, while the people stitged in and 
filled the car. As it moved away a cheer 
went up from the spectators, and Buel’s 
friends, as they saw and him, 
called out congratulations. 

At Forty-seventh street one of the sprin- 
ter’s friends drove up in a buggy, and per- 
suaded him to leave the car and drive home. 
At Fifty-first streét they left Halsted and 
drove west to Peoria, then south again, 
avoiding the crowd that had followed along 
Halsted street while Buel was on the car. 


Long Trip Ends at Home. 


When the buggy stopped in front of the 
red stone apartment building, 5600 Peoria 
street, where Buel resides, he looked up and 
saw his wife at one window and their young- 
He alighted with as 
much ease as though he had been for a short 
drive, and. looked as fresh as the proverbial 
blossom as he mounted the steps. Mrs. Buel 
met him at the head of the stairway, and he 
stepped into his own house with more know!l- 
edge than he had before possessed of the 
curiosity and pertinacity of Chicago crowds. 

Ignoring the advice of his trainer, he en- 
tered the parlor, shook hands with his broth- 
er, who had arrived from Ohio and whom 
he did not know was coming. Then he 
talked about his trip. 


Buel Tells of His Tramp. 

“T had my route all laid. out,”’ he said, 
“and could have ‘cut across cornfields and 
meadows to make the trip shorter, but it 
was not necessary. There was a heavy dew 
on the-grass, so I stuck to the road.” 

**Do you feel stiff or tired out?” 

* Not stiff at all, and not as tired as I 
have felt after some day's work. I had fre- 
quent rests, you know, and that prevented 
me from getting exhausted.” 

“1 think you will feel the effects of the 
trip tomorrow.” 

“No, I.dm going to let my trainer handle 
methoroughly. The only thing that troubles 
me is my right foot.’ I sprained it a few days 
ago while out riding on a wheel, and before it 
became limbered up this it pained 
me considerably.

They’re Off at Trevor. 

It was exactly 3:30 a. m. when the party 
left the little hotel at Trevor, where they had 
spent the night, and started on their journey 
of sixty miles. There were only three peopié 
to see them start, the landlord, hig wife, and 
the hired girl, who had risen at 2 o'clock to 
‘prepare the breakfast. Mr.. Buel took three

The first faint streaks of dawn were be- 
ginning to appear over the hills to the east, 
and it was light enough for the road to be 
seen easily. Mr. Buel threw aside his mack- 
intosh and walked for a few hundred yards 
at a moderate pace. Then he started on an 
even, light trot, which afterwards proved 
his great stronghold, and on which the larger 
part of the first twenty miles was made. 
His trainer, Frank Hart, Mitchel, and Mod- 
lin carried what baggage was necessary for 
the trip, | 


Over Rough Roads at First, 

The first twenty miles of road witnds 
through as pretty a country as one could 
wish to see. But the men who were walking 
for a wager were going at a rate of seven. 
mile an hour, and there was little oppor- 
tunity for viewing the scenery. For the first 
fourteen miles the roads were rougher than 
the most exaggerated form of a Chicago 
pavement, and it proved a severe strain 
both on the runners and the men who rode 
wheels. Mr. Buel had gone over the road 
and knew every short cut. *He took ad- 
vantage of one in the first séven miles, and 
after that kept to the road, The fields were 
too wet and soft, and besides he wished to 
keep with the cyclometer. 

An hour brought the party to Lake Villa 
with the two pacemakers partly exhausted 
and Buel as fresh as when he started. A 
man on the wheel took the place of the col- 
ored trainer. The sun was rising, and as 
the rosy clouds in the east threw the re- 
fiections of hills and woods out over the 
small lakes that dot the country it formed 
so striking a picture that the runner forgot 
his wager and stopped to remark at its 
beauty. His trainer insisted that it was a

It was a little south of Lake Villa that one 
of the ‘Yncidents of the journey occurred. 
The trainer went ahead to a farmhouse and 
agked for a bowl of water. He intended to 
give the runner some lime water, but in the 
hurry of getting a bottle out of his satchel 
he made a mistake and mixed a solution of 
ammonia. The effect was no more serious 
than to produce a slight pain in the side, and 
at the next stop Buel was given some acid to

Those who 
were up were usfng*all available horses for 
farm work. Six miles north of Libertyville 
Jake overtook the party and endeavored to 
explain his absence. He had a saddle horse 
waiting at Libertyville, and from there on 
he was in his element. 

The party, who had at first attracted only 
the attention of a few complacent cows, now 


| began to draw farmers from their milking. 


They came down and leaned over front 
fences to wish Buel success on his trip. They 
were incredulous at the beginning of the 
journey, but when Libertyville was reached 
there was no one who did not wish he also 
had a few hundred dollars wagered on the

Breakfast at Libertyville. 

At Libertyville there was a stop of a half- 
hour for breakfast. Buel managed to escape 
the notice of his trainer and had strawber- 
ries and cream and bread, In place of the 
steak and toast that had been ordered. An 
interested crowd gathered in the hotel, but 
the sprinter talked little. He was the most 
modest man in the party throughout the 
trip, and as he passed people were obliged 
to inquire which was the pedestrian. 

A week ago Buel sprained his ankle and 
when he started it troubicd him. His trainer 
assured him this would work off, but when 
he left Libertyville he was beginning to walk 
as though slightly lame, and from that time 
on he was handicapped by this weakness. 
Buel was dressed in a business sult of gray 
and wore a golf cap. He had a sweater 
under the coat, but the air was so cool that 
for the last forty miles he wore his coat but- 
toned up to his chin. He wore running shoes, 
otherwise no one would have guessed thai he 
was dressed fer more than a walk through 
the city. 

He talked frequently, even while maintain- ° 


ing his best speed, and only partly listened | 


to the advice of his trainer. Once a flock cf 
sheep was passed. This suggested the origin 
of the bet and the carlcoad of sheep that had 
been eighteen hours on the way to Chicago. 

“I'm sorry I didn’t bring a pair of sheep 
shears,”” said Buell. “‘We might as well 
have shown them that we could not only 
beat tho stock train on foot but could shear 
our sheep while doing it.”’ 


Chaffs His Jaded Companions. 

Buel has had experience in sheep-raising 
in the West, and he entertained the men at 
his side, who were too much out of breath: 
to keep up a conversation, with stories of 
Western life. When he had made nearly 
thirty miles his stockings wore out,.and he 
was obliged to change them. He was not 
in the least footsore, and chaffed the men 
who were giving out. Modlin, who, without 
any training, tried to make the pace for 
fifteen miles, became exhausted. He, how- 
ever, finished with the party on the tandem, 
and made a plucky fight to keep up appear- * 
ances. Hart, the trainer, began to take ey- 
ery possible chance of giving the pace to 
some one else, but still the pedestrian kept 
up a walk that made the black pony follow- 
ing quicken its pace. Buel had settled down 
to a walk.that carried him over the road 
without .effort, and yet beat the minute 
hands of the watches which were keeping 
the schedule time. 

Although there were teams on the road, few 
passed the party coming in the direction uf 
the city. Occasional stops were made along 
the road for water, but otherwise the journey 
from Libertyville to Jefferson Park was 
without incident: Arriving at Jefferson 
Park the party stopped for another lunch, 
and rested for an hour and a quarter. 

Buel and his trainer were careful in the 
minutest detall nut to violate the contract 
that he was to make the walk without asgsist- 
ance. While Milam was out of sight the 
trainer refused to hand. him a lemon, throw- 
ing it on the ground ahead of him, and mak- 
ing him pick it up. He was not touched by 
any one on the trip, anid when he was to be 
rubbed ¢down with linament he did it himself. 

Through the City’s Outskirts. 


From Jefferson Park the route led down 
Milwaukee avenue tO Ashland avenue, aud 
all the way the streets were lined with 
people who cheered Buel as he went by, 
knowing that he was hours ahead of his time. 
A part of the way he was forced to take to 
the street, as the sidewaiks were blocked. 
Occasionally he would break into a trot and 
get away from the crowd. His friends from 
the yards had come out to meet him, and 
he greeted them all cordially, but did not 
stop. He had been on the road just twelve 
hours when he reached West Chicago and 
Ashland avenues. . 

From there Buel made direct down Ash- 
land “avenue to Twelfth street, where he 
restcd twelve minutes. .This was his last 
breathing spell, his final spurt carrying to 
and through the yards to yictory. 


How the Wager Was Laid. 


The cause cf the race was-the exasperation~- 
Buel felt one day over the non-arrival of a 
carload of sheep from Trevor. He wWas still 
in a petulant frame of mind when the sheep 
came in. He figured out the time and dis- 
covered the shipment had been eighteen 
heurs coming from the Wisconsin town.

London, May 20-The optimists have 
taken Holland.

Sagacious writers for the English press 
frankly admit no other event of the century 
now closing vies in ethical significance 
with this unique parliament of man, and 
contend that, illusory as may be the hopes of 
universal peace through disarmament or 
arbitration, the fact the congress has met 
with the moral force of the enlightened 
opinion of the world behind it, to discuss 
the gravest issues of modern civilization, is 
of momentous importance. 


Czar Proves His Sincerity. 

The Czar, moreover, has offered on the 
epening day “of the congress convincing 
proof of his own sincerity as the champion 
of progress. His order for a special com-

Napoleon Once Proposed It. 

The Temps calls atention to hitherto un- 
published documents which appeared’ yes- 
terday in the Revue de Paris, showing that 
Napoléon through Count Darn, his 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in conjunction 
with Lord Clarendon, proposed to King 
William and Count Bismarck a disarmament 
proposal on Jan. 24, 1870, on almost exactly 
the same terms as that row presented at The 
Hague. The Temps does not hesitate to 
say the present attempt is not likely to be 
more successful than that of Napoleon III. 

M. Hebrard, the editor of the Temps, ex- 


presses the opinion that by far the most 


significant feature of The Hague confer- 
ence is the advent of the United States in 
a European conclave. The United States, 
says Hebrard, ‘‘is now for the first time 
in history forced by her responsibilities to 
take part in the European concert. Hence- 
forth the voice of her representatives must 
be taken into account inthe solution of inter- 
national problems, even on this side of the 
ocean.”’

order to keep them more completely in 


hand. 

- Even the responsible Berlin correspondent 
of the Standard, commenting upon this, 
admits that it is not inconceivable that a 
closer understanding between the European 
powers subsequently extend itself to meas- 
ures for the suppression of Social Demo- 
cratic movements. 

It is significant in this respect that there 
are already signs that the conference will 
be dominated by the representatives of the 
three great military nations, Russia, Ger- 
many and France. Delegates Baron de Staal, 
Count Munster, and M. Borgeois being 5° 
intimate that they were actually seen in 
the middle of the conference hall, each witb 
his hand upon the shoulder of the other. 


League Against Great Britain. 

The Vorwarts also declared that the 
league of nations may turn out to be a 
league of continental powers against Eng- 
land, and disarmament may unveil itself as 
a imitation of the vast expenditure on the 
armies in order to provide that mighty fleet 
which is to cope with the fleet of Great 
Britain. 

At first sight this may sound preposterous, 
but shortly after the Czar’s original re- 
script I-had a conversation with one of the 
most prominent and influential statesmen 
of Europe, who expressed to me this view In 
slightly different form—namely: that the 
conference, if ever it came off, might be 
deliberately so worked as to represent Eng- 
land as the one great menace to European 
peace, and disarmament thus crystallize 
the continental jealousy of her colonial em- 
pire. 

It is unpleasant to feel bound to regard 
with suspicion a movement so lofty in prin- 
ciple and theoretically inspired by such 
ideal aims, but the state of Europe being 
what it is well known to be, for my part ! 
cannot see any alternative between being . 
cautiously suspicious and being rashly a 
fool. 

At the same time it is undoubtedly a great 
achievement even to have collected repre- 
sentatives of twenty-six peoples to discuss 
peace. If, as there is ground to hope, the 
conference results in some more or less 
comprehensive scheme of permissive arbi- 
tration, that will eed be the most mag- 
nificent humani success of the nine- 
teenth century.

Emperor William to Use His Personal 
Influence to Secure the Passage of 
the Midland Canal Measure at the 
Next Session — Importance‘ of the 
Project in Peace and War—Growing. 
Depression in Agriculture Demands 
Prompt Remedies. 


Berlin, May 20.—[Copyright, 1899, by the 
Associated Press.}—The Reichstag has ad- 
journed for the holidays, and will reassem- 
ble on June 6, when it is the intention to 
pass the following bills: Invalid insurance 
for postal employés, which will abolish a 
score of private postal institutions; the 
‘Gewerbe-Ordnung law, regulating the num- 
ber of trades and an additional appropria- 
tion bill. | 
The leaders of the differen ties have 
to pass these measures, and leave the 
judiciary and other bills, including the meat 
inspection,. until the autumn. 

It has been decided to divide the persons 
entitled to- invalid insurance into five 
classes, at from 3850 to 1,150 marks an- 
nually. 

The rejection of the Midland Canal bill 
‘by the committee is much commented upon 
in the press. From inside information it 
may be said this does not mean the defeat 
of the bill. In a plenary session of the Diet 
Emperor William intends to use his per- 
sonal influence to secure the stpport of the 
entire left and center, part of the Reichs- 
partie, and some of the Conservatives, whose 
votes would give the bill a clear majority. 
The government is determined the measure. 
which is the result of twenty years’ delib- 
eration, shall not fail, it being claimed such 
a canal scheme: is imperatively needed, tn 
view of the fact the state railroads are 
about to come to an end of their carrying 
capacity. 

The conservative plan of constructing a 
system of subsidiary railroads will not be 
adopted. The main reason the government. 
and particularly the Emperor. s strongly 
favors the canal project is that in case 
of war with France or Russia, or both, @ 
network of canals from the eastern to the 
western frontier of Prussia would afford the 
best system for the conveyance of field hos- 
pitals and supplies for the Ofdnance depart- 
ment. 


Growing Agricultural Depression. 

The agricultural depression was heatedly 
discussed in the Diet this week, and much 
interesting matter was brought to light.

He paid, for. instance, $5,000 for two 
gouaches by Lavrience, “ The Meeting at 
the Drawing-Room”’ and “ The Meeting at 
the Concert,”’ that fetched at his sale $12,200.

Ottawa, Canada, May 17.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—Under the leadership of Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper a vigoroua attack 
is being made on the Laurier administration 
and particularly upon the relations between 
Sir Wilfrid and the Hon. Mr. Sifton, Minis- 
ter of the Interior. In the Public Accounts 
committee it is claimed the first facts were 
discovered which revealed a rotten state of 
affairs in the party in office. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper is impatient to 
put the same committee in motion to damage 
the ministerialists. He wants an early re- 
newal of the investigation started last year 
into the relations ef the Hon. Mr. Sifton, 
Min@ster of the Interior, with funds supplied 
by the prospective government to enable

The Minister was then plain Mr. Sifton of | 
Winnipeg. The elections had been held that * 
insured Sir Charles, Conservative, being re- 
placed at Ottawa by Sir Wilfrid, Liberal. 

Mr /Bifton,in a private letter to Sir W'l- 
frid, that has since been placed on official 
record, represented that he had undoubted 
proof of colossal election frauds by the Con- 
servatives in Manitoba, and Sir Wilfrid, it 
is said, wrote him to go ahead and get his 
proofs in shape for legal use if necessary, 
and the requisite funds would be forthcom- 
ing—when he got into office. 

Sir Hibbert wants the investigation re- 
newed in order to prove a variety of alleged 
constititional irregularities and to show 
some of the accounts were cut down one-half 
by the Justice department, but were never- 
theless paid in full; that they were paid 
without propér authority, and that the Gov- 
ernor General, who should have been made 
acquainted with the facts, was ignored.

Mrs. Beeklenberg, who was com- 
mitted to the county hospital for the in- 
sane at Dunning on May 4 by Judge Thomp- 
son, was released yesterday by order of 
Judge Carter, who hiad become convinced 
ghe was not 

At the inquiry before Judge Thompson her 
husband, Frederick Beecklenberg, 619 West 
Sixty-third street, and her two sisters, Miss 
Maria Love and Mrs. William Maley, testi- 
fied that she was addicted to drink, and, 
when intoxicated, was violent and practi- 
cally insane. Dr. Harold N. Moyer testified 
that when under the influence of intoxicants 
she was irresponsible and inclined to be 
violent, and gave it as his opinion that if she 
Was not at that time insane, it was but a 
question of time when she would become 
temporarily deranged. On this testimony 
the jury declared her insane, and she was 
sent to Dunning. 

But the sisters did not expect she would 
be sent to Dunning. They said the husband 
had agreed to send her to a private san- 
itarlum where she could be treated for the 
habit she had acquired, and that he wus 
able to do so. .They said he was worth $100,- 
000 and his income was $20,000a year. After 
several appeals to him to have her taken 
from the public asylum the sisters placed 
the matter in the hands of Attorney James 


Jay Sheridan. 
Ing by Judge Carter. 
Attorney eridan told Judge Carter he 
Intended to apply to the Superior Court for 
a writ of habeas corpus for the e 
of Mrs. Becklenberg from the asylum. 
} Judge Carter said it was not necessary to 
take such steps, as Judge Thompson had 
spoken to him regarding the case, and he 


»had been investigating it. Dr Moyer had 


told him substantially what he had testified 
to, and Becklenberg had said he did not 
care whether his wife was released from 
Dunning, but that he could not afford to 
place her in a satinarium. He agreed to 
allow her to go to the home of her sisters 
to live, and would defray her expenses. 

Shortly after the interview between the 
Judge and the attorney a report from the 
Dunning insane asylum confirmed the po- 
sition taken by Attorney Sheridan that 
Mrs. Becklenberg was not insane. She was 
discharged, and, it is said, she is now re- 
siding with her sisters at Seventy-first street 
and Emerald avenue. 

The Becklenbergs were married in = 
thirteen years ago. Six children we 
three of whom are now living. Ter elahi 
years the couple were happy. Attorney 
Sheridan says the wife was seriously 1) 
about five years ago, and since then her 
husband has neglected her. This preyed 
upon the mind of Mrs. Becklenberg, the at- 
terney says, and she began to drink intox!- 
cants. The habit grew on her until she was 
unable to resist it. She was sent to the Mar- 
tha Washington Home, and later released, 
but the treatment did not effect a cure. It 
is hinted that thé domestic relations of the 
Becklenbergs were disturbed by a differ- 
ence in religious opinions. 


Husband Said to Be Wealthy. 

* Becklenberg is wealthy,” said Attorney 
Sheridan, “and his conduct is a gross 
breach of trust and confidence of the sisters 
of Mrs. Becklenberg in sending her to the 
Dunning insane asylum, when he knew she 
was not insane. He could have well af- 
forded to send her to a sanitarium if he 80 
desired.”’ 

“I was out of town when this case came 
up,” Judge Carter said, “although I had 
set it and had requested Judge Thompson 
to hearit. He heard it and after the woman 
had been sent to Dunning her sisters told 
him the husband had agreed to send her 
to a private sanitarium for treatment. They 
then told Judge Thompson thet Mrs. Beck- 
lenberg, in their opinion, was not ineane 
except when she was drinking. 

“When I returned to the city Judge 
Thompson told me of case and the after 
developments and I at once began an in- 
vestigation. While this investigation was 
under way Mr. Sheridan called and told me 
his egide of the case. He agreed to await 
the inquiry of the Dunning physicians before 
taking any steps inethe matter, and yester- 
day the doctors at the institution decided 
that the woman was not insane, although 
she required restraint when drinking.” 

Becklenberg is the owner of an 
line and is 40 years old. His wife isa 
woman and is 39 years old. 


INDIANS PUBLICLY FLOGGED. 


Cattle Thieves Punished According to 
Choctaw Law, Receiving One 
Hundred Lashes Each. 


Fort Smith, Ark., May 20.—[Special.]— 
John Washtub and Joseph Starr were pub- 
licly flogged yesterday at San Bois, I. T., 
in accordance with the Choctaw law, under 
which they had been sentenced to receive 
100 lashes each as a penalty for catfle-steal- 
ing. Several hundred Indians witnessed the 
execution of the law. 

The unanimous verdict was that the cul- 
prits stood the ordeal well, not a groan es- 
caping either. The men were stripped to 
‘the skin and made to hug a tree while a 
Deputy Sheriff with a hickory rod six feet 
long gave the lashes with both hands. 

The penalty for a second offense is to be 
,publicly shot. Washtub had stolen ten head 
of cattle and Starr seven. —

Son and Shares Hardships and Hon- 
ors of the Campaign—iIn a Hard 
Fight with Filipinos the California 
Woman Seises Rifle of Dead Treop- 
er and Engages in the Battle Till 
Victory Is Won. 


New York, May 20.—[Spécial.}]—What ter- 
rors there are in war are not too great for 
a mother to share with her son. Here, for 
fnstance, is the story of one—Mrs. May 
Stevens Boysen of Sacramento, Cal. Many 
@ woman tied down to the drudgery of a 
dishpan and broom wil) read it and under- 
stand. New York has had the honor of see- 
ing Mrs. Boysen in the play “ Miss Manhat- 
tan.” Mrs. Boysen in that production as- 
sumed the part of the mursemaid. She was 
the one and only bright spot in a waste of 
dreariness. 

Chance took Mrs. Boysen on the stage. 
Years ago one of the strongest and most 
striking characters on the Pacific ajope was 
Andrew Jackson Stevens, master hanic 
ef the Union Pacific road. He was the in- 
ventor of the famous ten-wheel mogul, the 
type of heavy-powered engines that drag 
the freight of all the world across the back- 
bone of the continent. 

May Stevens was his daughter. A taste 
for private théatricals led eventually to a 
place upon the stage.

Much Accomplished for the Ame rican \| . 


Exhibit in 1900 During His Stay at 
‘the Capital—Plans of United States 
Buildings Approved by French Au- 
thorities—Some Structures Erected 
in Bois de Vincennes for Machinery 
and Life-Savers. 


New York, May 20.—Ferdinand W. Peck, 
Commissioner eral of the United States 
to the Paris of 1900, reached New 
York on the American line steamer St. Louis 
today. He was mpanied by Mrs. Peck 
and J. H. McGibbons, director of exploita- 
tion of his staff, 

When asked etout, ane results of his trip 
to Paris Mr. Peck sald: 
_“ During my brief stay in Paris much ‘was 
accomplished for our American exhibit in 
1900. This is the formative ried of our | 
task. The plans of all the United States 
buildings have been approved by the French 
authorities, though many changes were 
made in them to conform to the requirements 
of the French government and to meet the 
limitations of our appropriation. Work 
upon these buildings will begin immediately. 
There will be five buildings in the main 
grounds and two in the Bois de Vincennes, 
the annex to the exposition, which will be 
made a most Important part of the whole. 
Our national pavilion will be the only ex- 
pensive building we will construct. This 
will be on the bank of the Seine, dlongside 
the structures of about thirty other nations, 
with Austria on one side and Turkey on the 
éther. Our other bulldings will be annexed 
to the main structures bullt by the French 
administration and will be for exhibit pur- 

ses only.

His fine turnout and portly figure were al- 
most equally well known in Chicago, where 
he used to sometimes stay for a week, spend- 
ing the proceeds of the sale of a * bunch of 
cattle’ with veritable prodigality. Tradi- 
tions of this remarkable and eccentric man 
are‘stjll current in Bridgeport, while some 
old residents, like myself, remember him 
well.”’ 

The pumping works at Bridgeport are not, 
as many people believe, a comparatively new 
institution; they are as old as the canal. 
The necessity of pumping water into the 
canal that a sufficient level to properly float 
boats might be maintained was recognized 
by the engineers and formed a part of the 
original plan. . The first plant, which raised 
the water by means of immense wheels, was 
installed by Engineer Guthrie, father of 
Ossian Guthrie, well known in mining and 
engineering circles. It was first put into 
operation on Feb. 10, 1840, after the canal 
had been practically completed. 

The greatest day that Bridgeport ever saw 
or is ever likely to see was April 10, 1848, 


from Lockport. All of Bridgeport, and a 
large proportion of Chicago, was there to 
witness the final triumph of an undertaking 
that had been before the people for a quarter 
of a century and had met with manifold de- 
lays, disappointments, and failures. There 
may have been times when Rome howlcd 
louder and consumed more drink than did 
Bridgeport on this occasion, but not in pro- 
portion’ to the number of people engaged.

Rival Canalboat Lines. 


the opening of the canal was a season of 
great activity, Goembantea: were being or- 
ganized, horses purchased, and boats built. 
Most of the latter work was carried on at 
Chicago and Lockport. Three lines of canal 
boats were put into operation—the John L. 
} Chapin line, the Charles Walker line, and 
the Chicago and Louis line. In 
these were consolidated into what was com- 
monly known as the “ Big line,’ of which 
Henry George was the agent. During the 
two years that the sharp rivalry continued a 
great deal of trouble occurred, the agents, 
Captains, drivers, and crews of the different 
lines all struggling for advantage and stop- 
ping at nothing to attain it. 

“The boatmen, who were made up of al- 
most all nationalities, were a rough set,”’ 
said Mr. Scanian, “‘and fighting was ex- 
tremely common, For the most part the 
Captains were Eastern men and were about 
the most dishonest and unscrupulous lot 
with whom I ever came in contact, though 
there were, of course, some exceptions to 
this rule. They turned everything to their 
own advantage, and were always collecting 
something in the way of extras. To get a 
boat through on time was often an im- 
portant matter to the owner of the cargo 
and money was freely paid to expedite mat- 
ters. | 
- “Sealing was the meens principally em- 
ployed to effect this. ‘ Scaling* was the 
giving of tips to the drivers to induce them 


‘t0- Work their horses up to a higher rate of 


‘No set ment and boys ever bet- 
ter. understood the importance of their po- 
sition, or were better qualified to turn it 
to. account, than the drivers, on the old- 
time canal. They were natty, well-dressed 
fellows, With sweethearts’ in every canal 
village. Their pay was. not large, drivers 
of three horses receiving $13 per month 
and their board; but a lad who knew how 
to quicken the lagging feet of a lazy horse 
earned more than that amountintips. They 
ate on the packets, sleeping at the relay 
houses, where they took their turns in go- 
ing out with boats. It was a happy-go- 
lucky life, monotonous at times, yet, on the 
whole, affording a great deal of excite- 
ment.” 

The packet lines were made up of “ green ”’ 
and boats, from the lights displayed. 
The green boats, of which there were five 
originally, carried the mails. They were 
drawn by three horses, which were changed 
more frequently than those on the freight 


‘boats; about every twelve miles. The time 


from Chicago to La Salle was twenty-four 
hours. There they connected with a line of 
steamboats on the Illinois River for St. 
Louis. The time from Chicago to St. Louis 
was five days. The fare, which included 
good board, was $3 to La Salle and $8 to St. 
Louis. These boats often made from eight 
to ten miles an hour, the horses, under the 
inspiring influence of liberal scaling, being 
driven at a trot and gallop. 

Racing Was Exciting Sport. 

freight boats made slower progress. 
ar ah bene days all sorts of goods and 
products were carried on the canal; grain, 
cordwood, cattle, sheep, hay, and all kinds 
of farm produce being transported to the 
city, while almost every conceivable varie- 
ty of merchandise was shipped in the op- 
posite direction. Under such circumstances 
jams and blockades were matters of every 
day occurrence, and it was often possible 
to cross the canal by stepping from one 
boat to another. 

Racing was common, and it was not un- 
usual for one boat to pass another, particu- 
larly when a packet overtook a slow-running 
freighter. This was accomplished by urg- 
ing the rear boat. forward at the highest 
attainable rate of speed, then slackening the 
line and permitting.it. to. pass under the 
jéading boat. Under the most favorable 
conditions this was not easily done, and 
the difficulties were multiplied when the 
Captain and driver of the “obstructing boat 
were averse to.the.proceeding, as;they gen- 
erally were in the case-of-rival lines coming 
in conflict. In such an event the line was 
‘Hable to become tangled or mysteriously 
cut, and almost innumerable fights. resulted 
from such attempts. 

Traveling on the canal ‘at this period was 
decidedly interesting. The boats were 
roomy, the sleeping accommodations good, 
and the meals excellent. At one time fully 
250 boats were engaged in the grain trade 
— and an enormous traffic was carried 


OTe canal attracted lar numbers of 
rough characters; swindling and robbery 
were quite common, while gambling was 
the almost univereal recreation of many 
and the regular calling of a goodly number.

Crowded Out by Steam.

THE AUTUMN FESTIVAL. | 

The preliminaries of the autumn festival 
have been arranged upon a scale which, if it 
can be carried out, will present an imposing 
pageant. The Executive committee is com- 
posed of citizens who are competent to ad- 
minister such a festival. The Ways and 
Means and other committees present an 
array of representative business-men who 
have pride in the city and they are men 
in whom the people have confidence. The 
program promises a brilliant out-of-door 
spectacle. The President of the United 
States, his Cabinet, Governor Roosevelt 
and his Rough Riders, the Governors of 
many States, and men prominent in civil 
and military life from all over the coun- 
try: have signified their. intention of being 
here, An added feature of the festivity 
will be the ceremony of laying the corner 
stone of the new government building. 
For a week Chicago will be the scene of 
unusual display and enjoy an attractive 
and entertaining holiday, Thousands from 
the surrounding country will enjoy it also. 

In carrying out this program there are 
two points which must be settled and they 
should be settled promptiy—namely, money 
and site. This is not one of those occa- 
sions when the Executive committee should 
be expected to cut its cloth according to 
its means, as was the case with the peace

Complete the acceptance of Belden ave- 
Boulevard nue as a boulevard is one 

more step toward the com- 
pletion of a circuit of boule- 

vards around the city. This circuit is al- 
ready a favorite. run for bicyclists, but it 
still lacks a good. many miles of being fin- 
ished, and each of the three park boards 
has something to do before it is perfected. 
After the connecting of the Lincoln Park 
system with the West Park system via Hel- 
dén avenue the principal hiatus will be in the 
southern end of the West Park board's do- 
main, in the region of the drainage canal. 
Until the cherished scheme of a boulevard 
subway under the river to the Lake Front 
Park can be realized the bicyclists will have 
to be content to jolt over Rush street bridge 
and a mile of granite blocks, but this would 
be a small matter if the other bad stretches 
in the boulevard circuit were mended. The 
total length of this superb system of con- 
nected boulevards is nearly fifty miles, com- 
pletely surrounding the main portion of the 
city, traversing all the main park systems, 
and making a route for wheeling and pieas- 
ure driving unequaled in. any other city in 
the world. It would be interesting to know 
what the various park boards intend doing 

this summer toward completing th the circuit. 


DE. BRIGGS AND JONAH. 

One of Dr. Briggs’ heresies is his method 
of dealing with the story of Jonah. He 
looks on it as “an ideal. story, a work of 
the imagination.” He does not believe that 
there ever was a flesh and blood Jonah, who 
was thrown overboard at his own request, 
who was swallowed up by a big fish, in 
whose belly he abode for three days and 
three nights, and who was at last, in answer 
to prayer, vomited up on dry land by that 
fish. Dr. Briggs does not believe in what 
he characterizes as “a grotesque and ex- 
travagant miracle.” He sees in the story 
of Jonah and the great fish only a setting 
forth of the ability of God to deliver from 
peril—from the depths of the sea—those 
who believe in and pray to him. This is 
much to be preferred to the explanation of 
some German rationalist that Jonah staid 
three days and nights at an inn at Joppa 
which had a fish for a sigh, and that as he 
did not pay his bill the landlord cast him 
out. 

But the book of Jonah is as much a part 
of the Old ‘Testament as Judges or Chron- 
icles. It is one of the canonical books. If 
Dr. Briggs can assert that Jonah is nota 
historical Character, why cannot he deal 
likewise with Samson, Gideon, or Moses?. 
If it is permissible for him to say that the 
miracles in the book of Jonah cannot be 
true because in his opinion grotesque, how 
can he be denied the right to question other 
miracles if he felt it his duty todoso? The 
translators of the King James Bible Wid 
not look on the Jonah miracles as grotesque. 
They believed that those things had hap- 


alive then and said otherwise he would have 
got himself into trouble. 

It would be interesting to know how 
many persona will take an oath now that 
they believe a large fish swallowed Jonah 
and that he lived for three days and three 
nights in the belly of fhat animal. Mr. 
Moody would do se 0 doubt. He said once 
that if the Bible had recorded the swalliow- 
he would be- 
lieve it. How many more tien arg there 
‘who have Mr. Moody’s faith in the absolute 
accuracy of all the statements in the Bible?

For if it is permissible 
to question the inspired accuracy of one 
atatement in the Bible, then it is permissible 
to question other statements. There is no 
plate where the line can be drawn and it 
can be said on this side is the legitimate 
exercise of human judgment and on the 
other side is heresy. 

Dr. Briggs’ and other professors of the 
school of higher criticism do not apparently | 
realize the confusion and doubt they are 
bringing into the minds of laymen. en 
the higher critics tell us, for example, that 
“we have four prose works of imagination 
in the Old Testament—Ruth, Jonah, 
Esther, and Daniel ”"—they naturally pro- 
voke an inquiry as to where fiction ceases 


and fact begins if both are bound together 


between the same covers. When the every- 
day man is further told that the historical 
material in the Bible “ must be tested and 
verified just the same as all other historical 
material,” and that “there is @ large use 
of poetic sources,” both in the New and the 
Old Testament, he is disturbed. For the 
ordinary student of the Bible has not com- 


| plete faith in the higher critics, and he be- 
| lieves that they may not always be able te 


discriminate sharply between truth and 
error; that much may still pass with them 
for truth which is not true, and that in any 
event a book which contains so large an 
admixture of fiction, poetry, and mistake 
eannot be confidently taken for an infalli- 
ble guide of faith and practice. The “ high- 
er critics” have no conception df the state

Here and there 
a scholar has called some part of it in ques- 
tion, but the great body of expositors are 
agreed that, with the exception of errors of 
copyists and a few scribal additions, it is 
genuine.’* The illustrations in both vol- 
umes are numerous and distinctly valuable. 
The translation is new, and is given in mod- 
ern rather than archaic English. But the 
Hebrew name of the Supreme Being, com- 
monly written and pronounced “ Jehov. 
is transliterated in the unpronounceabie let-° 
ters JHVH. This looks like a bit of ca- 
pricious pedantry. It is simply silly. Asa 
whole, however, the “polychrome” and 
higher-critical way of treating the several 
books of the Old Testament has its used:

| SETTLEMENT CONFERENCE. | 

Personal consultation and visiting be- 
tween different settlements has always ex- 
isted and been a means of intimate rela- 
tionship between them; but formal! gather- 
ings of the residents have never been re- 
garded with special favor on account of 
their restraint upon free expression and 
their tendency to stereotype activities. 
During the decade since the first settle- 
ments were started in this country, there- 
fore, there have been but three national 
conferences of their workers, the third 
being the one which was in session last 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday at 
Hull House. 

To say that settlements are not capable of 
definition is only to say that they represent 
new and unconventional lines of effort. 
The popular mind in its attempt to under- 
stand them is baffled chiefly by the fact that 
in the main they are not propagandists of 
any ism or order, but comprise people of 
all views on conventional subjects. 

The primary relation of a settlement is 
with its immediate neighborhood, and the 
feeling is sometimes encountered that to 
be consistent residents should “ identify 
themselves with the neighborhood ” to the 
extent of adopting its standards of com- 
fort and consumption. This appeal often 
makes the settlement resident wince, when 


it is felt that the higher standard is not 


only a social barrier in many cases, but 
is somehow a forced contribution from 
below. On the whole, however, jt is felt 
that the standards of these districts would 
not be best served by conformity to them, 
One of the chief hopes inspired by set- 
tlements is their promise of the develop: 
ment of local autonomy in cities. Not 
only in London, where parish organization 
has always existed, but likewise in the 
large cities of this country, in which the 
government is so 
the importance of decentralizing certain 
municipal functions is being increasingly 
appreciated. The four score settlements 
in this country and the half as many more « 
in Great Britain will have an important 
relation to development in that line. The 
half score or more of these agencies in 
Chicago represent local centers of, educa- 
tional, recreative, wsthetic, industrial, and 
to some extent political life, which may 
be pioneering the way for a new organiza- 
tion of.local administrative autonomy. 
To what extent settlements should take 
part in politics was the subject of one 
of the most important sessions of the con- 
ference. The general independent or re- 
form movement rather than local contests 
was regarded as the most promising field 
in most cases for settlement influence. - 
Essentially, social settlements constitute 
a diplomatic corps between the _ social 
classes whom Lord Disraeli once described 
as “two nations.” The residents take up 
their abode in the territory of one of these 
nations, having come in most cases from 
the other. They constitute outposts of 
culture, inquiry, and aggressive social ac- 
tivity springing from the highest impulses 
of the latter nation. They maintain con- 
tact with privilege, on the one hand, and 
with the conditions of toi! on the other. 
They represent thus a mediating method 
and purpose’ which the hope of

~ BAD CONDITION OF PAVEMENTS. 

The chief engineer of the Street depart- 
ment says the asphalt streets of Chicago 
are’in a worse condition than? they ever 
have been before. Nobody will deny that. 
The chief engineer ascribes their bad condi- 
tion to the severe winter. The winter was 
not excessively severe. The winter was 
hard on the lawns because there was 80 
little snow to protect the grass from the 
| frost. But asphalt is not a tender plant 
which has to be covered up in winter tu 
keep it from being frozen. There have 
been seasons when the thermometer went 
lower than it did last winter without harm- 
ing the asphalt pavements. 

Other persons attribute the quick de- 
terioration of these pavements to cheap 
materials and inferior workmanship. Un- 
doubtedly that has had a good deal to do 
with it in some cases. The competition be- 
tween the different contractors has not al- 
ways benefited the property-owners. Prices 
have been cut down, but what has been 
gained in that way has been offset in part 
by the fact that property-owners have been 
given short-lived pavements, which they 
will be assessed to replace a few years 
Property-owners have insisted 


bility. That is poor policy except when the 
owner of the property expects to sell it in 
a short time and let somebody else pay the 
next assessment. 

The chief cause of the bad condition of 
the pavements is not the severe winter or 
the inferior quality of the asphalt. Itis the 
insufficiency of the foundation on which the 
asphalt is spread. When the substructure 
is good almost any paving material can be 
used with satisfactory results. The best 
material put on a weak foundation is like 
a house built on the sand. True economy 
means the construction of a durable basis 
for a pavement which can stand the wear 
and tear of decades of the heaviest travel. 
When the property-owners have done that 
they will have a right to insist that the snur- 
face pavement, whether it be asphalt, gran- 
ite, or vitrified brick, shall be kept in repair 
by the city indefinitely, and that they shal! 
not be called on to pay any more special 
assessments for paving their streets. At 
present there are few if any permanent 
roadbeds in Chicago. Until there are the 
pavements always will be in bad condition 
soon after they have been laid. 


The President of am Iowa 
national bank speculated 
unsuccessfully on the 
Board of Trade and broke 
his bank. The receiver 
sued the Chicago brokers 
through whom the President speculated to 
recover the money paid by him to them. 
The Cireuit Court of Appeals has sustained 
the decision of the district court, that they 
should do so. It is not denied that the drafts 
sent the brokers by tie President bore proof 
upon their face that they were drawn on 
the funds of the bank, not in the course of 
‘fits business, but te pay the individual lia- 
bility of its President. But the brokers 
should have known that such drafts were 
unlawful unless the directors had given the 
President special authority to issue them. 
Tho dtrectors gave no such authority. So 
the brokers did business for the President, 
knowing that he was speculating with trust 
funds. When brokers do that they become 
liable in the event of the loss of those funds. 
This is a sound rule, which should be en- 
forced always, even though here and there 
it may work hardship, Quite possibly in this 
case the brokers were not familiar with the 
provisions of the national bank act, but 
they should have been. They knew that 
they were dealing with the President of a 
national bank, and that they were conduct- 
ing an extra hazardous business for him. 
Therefore it was their duty to take all pos- 
sible precautions. They knew he was a 
trustee. That should have put them on 
their guard. 


LIFE OF SHOP GIRLS. 

Accurate information as to the condi- 
tions of employment among hand workers 
is by no means easy to obtain, It is for 
this reason that stories of temporary ex- 
cursions by middle class peaple into the 
every-day life of the wage-earners are re- 
ceived with such popular interest. 

During the last holidays Miss Annie 
Marion Maclean of Chicago University 
made two such excursions of a week each 
into the life of working girls in two de-

| partment stores of this city. The story, 


“as recounted in the current number of the 

American Journal of Sociology, contains a 
‘note to the effect that these two stores 
“are not the establishments which have 
the best reputation ” in Chicago.. They are, 
however, alleged to represent a class. 

During the holiday trade work was espe- 
cially arduous and extended from 8 a. m. 
till 10, 11, or 12 at night, with a short halt 
hour for each meal. The fact that the girls 
are designated not by their names but by 
numbers—Miss Maclean’s was “424” in 
one store—shows the influence of such em- 
ployment upon individuality. Her trials 
arose in part from customers who “ came 
‘to look but not to buy today.” Her trials 
arose chiefly, however, from the long hours, 
the stuffy air, the lack of comforts, the 
indecent toilet arrangements in one of the 
stores, the hurried and scrappy meals, and 
the small pay realized. A commission on 
sales was given in each store, though in 
the better one it waé small and was only 
a temporary holiday expedient. In the 
better store the girls when not engaged 
were allowed to sit on little boxes which 
were found behind the counters: In the 
other no seats were provided and any one 
found sitting risked being roughly. spoken 
to by the floor-walker. 

Pay for overtime at night consiated ina 
supper ticket or a supper allowance of 30 
cents. ‘In the better store “from $4 to $5 
a week was the average” pay. Miss Mac- 
lean “worked 175 hours and received 
$11.88, or a little more than six cents an 
hour. Under normal conditions the hours 
would be about 120 for the same length of 
time,” and pay would be less owing to re- 
duced commissions. “The cash children 
in these two stores earned three and one- 
third cents an hour.”

HYDE PARK LICENSE CONTROVERSY. 

In the matter of issuing hcenses for 
‘the Hd Smith roadhouse and the Schoen- 
hofen beer garden on Fifty-first street 
the Mayor should consult only the public 
good. It will entail no hardship or in- 
justice if he decides not to issue them. 


| Washington Park is already well flanked 


with saloons and beer gardens and the 
supply of liquor exceeds the demand. The 
law leaves it diseretionary with the Mayor 
to grant or refuse licenses in the local op- 
tion territory of Hyde Park. In formulat- 
ing that decision he should be guided not 
by the desire of brewers and saloonkeep- 
ers to dispose of their goods in a locality 
already crowded with saloons, stil] less 
by the desire of any party to keep open 
a roadhouse, which is the most objection- 
able kind of a saloon, but by the inter- 
ests of property-holders and considerations 
of what is best for the public. ) 

It will not be difficult for the Mayor to 
ascertain the sentiment of the residents 
and property-holders on Fiftieth and Fit- 
ty-first streets, between Cottage Grove 
avenue and Grand boulevard. The Hyde 
Park Protective association will submit 
to him proofs that out of forty-six proper- 
ty-owners in that locality only four have 
signed petitions for the opening of these 
places, and that the same proportion holds 
good as to the property immediately con- 
tignous to the locality sought to be in- 
vaded. They will show him that while the 
saloon property which is seeking to be 
licensed represents about $140,000, the 
property which will inevitably be injured, 
should the licenses be issued, amounts in 
value to $1,500,000, while the property in 
suffer, will swell thie 
$3,000,000. 

If the Mayor gives his consent to the 
issuing of these licenses, to which more 
than nine-tenths of the property-owners, 
the South Park’ Commissioners, whose 
fee in the land entitles them to protest, 
the Home for the Friendless, and other 
charitable institutions which must be in- 
jured, are strongly opposed, he will not 
act for the public good. In the past he 
has been on the side of the people in 
protecting their rights from invasion, and 
THe Trrsune hopes that in this case he 
will be found as resolute in protecting the 
rights of the property-owners around Wash- 
ington Park.

Some persons are born 
with an Instinct for saving. 
Others, not thus favored by 
nature, can be made to ac- 
quire the habit if they are 
taken In hand when young. People who do 
not learn how to save when they are chil- 
dren do not as a rule learn the art when they 
have grown up. The penny savings societies, 
of which there is one in operation in this 
city, do good in two ways. They teach 
children to take care of their stray pence 
instead of squandering them for the luxu- 
ries of childhood, and they also provide the 
means whereby the possessor of a nickel 
or a cent can “ invest "’ it at once and with- 
out difficulty. He can get a “‘ stamp card”’ 
and is given credit on that for every small 
coin he saves. When he has accumulate¢ 
enough an account is opened for him in a 
regular savings bank. During the first four 
months of this year the Chicago society sold 
the public school children stamps to the 
amount of $16,588.70. This means that they 
saved that much money, in exceedingly 
small sums, and put it out of harm’s way. 
There are over 200,000 children in the public 
schools. So the average amount saved in 
four months was about 8 cents apiece. That 
may scem little, and yet when one reflects 
how money burns in the pockets of children 
it is a good deal. But for the Penny Savings 
society the greater part of the money saved 
would have been spent for cakes and mar- 
bles, and thousands of children would have 
been deprived of the schooling in economy 
they have been receiving. which will be of 
such value to them in after years. 


GOVERNMENT AND COOKING. 

The London Saturday Review begins a 
criticism of a recent book on the “ Art of 
Dining ” with the sage remark, “ Every na- 
tion has the government and the cookery 
which it deserves.” Both branches of this 
proposition are correct, for it is within the 
power of the people, rationally exercised, to 
have the government and the cookery they 
deserve. If they do not have them it is 
their own fault. Hence both the govern- 
ment and the cookery are standards by 
which the progress and the taste of a peo- 
ple may be measured. In comparing the 
French and the English the Review says 
the former is the worst governed and best 
fed people in Eutope, because the French 
are indifferent to politics and keenly inter- 
ested in food, while the English are the 
worst fed and the best governed people in 
the world, because they care more about the 
government's program the cook’s 
menu. 

In seeking for the grounds of this dis- 
tinction there is an cthical one of considera- 
ble moment. Undoubtedly in England, as 
in the United States, there is a lingering 
trace of puritanism, which took no heed 
what food was prenared for the body or 
wherewithal it should be clothed. ‘There is 
a disposition to regard any curiosity of in- 
terest in the quality of food as something 
approaching the immoral, and to look upon 
the man who is fastidions about his dishes 
as net far removed from a glutton. This 
popular characteristic in England, which is 
noted by the Review, is not confined to that 
country. It is qhite as true of this. The 
man who makes a fuss about his food is set 
down as a gourmand, if not something more 
repulsive. Quantity, not quality, is looked 
for. If a man gets enough to eat people do 
not see why he should expect anything more. 
The point is illustrated by the story of the 
Edinburg advocate who continually. made 
a fugs with the club servant about his din- 
ner. An old member of the House commit- 
tee was sent to the advocate to remonstrate 
with him and convince him of the wicked- 
ness of hie peculiar class of appetite. He 
defended himself by saying that he was a 
refined sensualist. “Ye may ca’ yersel a 
refined seneualist; I ca’ ye just a gutsy beg- 
gar,” was the committeeman’s reply. That 
represents the popular view. | 

An eloquent and profitable sermon might 
be preached, after the manner of Thack- 
eray’s notable discourses, on the fine art of 
cookery and the degree of respect a man 
| Should have for his dinner, which could ap- 
ply to this country with great force. If we 
have the government we deserve we do not 
have the cookery we deserve, though we 
may have the cookery we choose, and of all 
nations we appear to choose quantity in 
place of quality, and deliberately to prefer 
the shortest space of time in which to bolt 
the largest quantity of food.

MR. ASTOR ON WEALTH.. . 

The June number of the Pall Mall Maga- 
zine has a biography of John Jacob Astor, 
who came from Germany to America to 
make money. It is written by his great- 
grandson, William Waldorf Astor, who 
went from America to England to spend 
there agreeably the money his peasant 
ancestor made. In his article Mr. Astor 
gives his opinions upon the value of wealth, 
a product which he holds in high esteem. 
He says that “we owe to wealth the 
greatest advantages and pleasures that life 
can offer in education, in the comforts and 
refinements of home, in the embellishments 
of art, and in the delight of travel.” Hiram 
Powers, the sculptor, whose fame will 
outlive Mr, Astor’s, said to him once, 
“ Wealth is nothing.” Mr. Astor thinks such 
sentiments are disgusting. 

Mr. Astor is right in standing up for 
wealth. Without it he would be a no- 
body. Nor is he inaccurate in his state- 
ment of the valuable uses of wealth, But 
he is mistaken when he says that senti- 
ments like those of Mr. Powers owe their 
prigin to “ the founders of the great re- 
public and their immediate descendants, 
who believed that wealth had a bad in- 
fluence upon the people and that it was dem- 
ocratic and virtuous to be poor.” He as- 
serts further that “the theorists who 
framed the American constitution were 
from birth up under the influence of-a re- 
ligious aversion to the pomps and vanities 
of riches. They aimed at the continual 
redistribution of property.” 

One notable feature of the constitutional 
convention of 1787 was its freedom from 
theorists and doctrinaires. It was made 
up, too, of men nearly all of whom were 
rich, as measured by the standard of the 
day, and who had much respect for wealth. 
South of Mason and Dixon's line wealth 
meant almost exclusively the ownership 
of much land and many slaves. . 
wealth was not despised and the landless 
poor were not looked on as pre 
eminently virtuous and, therefore, to be 
envied. Neither there hor elsewhere were 
they allowed to vote. As for the New- 
Englanders, they were noted for their de- 
votion to the “almighty dollar.” They 
were accused of making wooden nutmegs 
and watering rum, in order to getit. “ The 
pomps and vanities of riches” were not 
despised in 1776, bat rich men were more 
apt to display their wealth by wearing fine 
clothes than by buying pictures and 
statues. It was an age of pomp and 
parade and sharply drawn socia! distinc- 
tions. 

There were at an early day American 
moralists who repeated a venerable state- 
ment, not original with them, that “ money, 
is the reot of all evil.” Those moralists 
decried wealth at the same time that 
colonial Legislatures showed their respect 
for it by enacting sumptuary laws forbid- 
ding poor people to wear silks and laces. 
But the people generally a century and a 
| half ago recognized the value of wealth 
as clearly as Mr. Astor does, were as eager 
to get it as they are now, and were rather 
more unscrupulous in their methods of get- 
ting it. But we do not believe any of the 
early Americans would have been so frank- . 
ly vulgar as Mr. Astor has been in worship- 
ing wealth for its own sake. It wasa cult 
not much regarded a hundred years ago. 
Men wanted wealth for what it would bring 
—not for what it was. 
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DON’T WORRY. 

Never was there a truer remark than this 
recently written by a physician: “ Worry 
kills more people in America than all the 
ills to which flesh is heir.” 
says “care,” which is only another name’ 
for worry, “once killed a cat.” If worry 
can extinguish the nine lives of a cat it is 
a far easier task to extinguish the one life 
of a man, especially as men have infinitely 
larger capacities for worrying than cats. 

In one direction the faith curers and mind 
healers and Christian Scientists are on the 
right track. The-relation of the mind to the 
body is more intimate than is generally con- 
ceded, and of all the manifestations of the 
mind worry is the most mischievous. It is 
the poison to enjoyment, and enjoyment is 
one of the prime objects of life and blessings 
of nature. No man can live the life he was 
intended to live who worries. It ruing the 
disposition, sours the temper, darkens every 
prospect, kills the imagination, saps the 
vital force, and ends by producing condi- 
tions which ultimately kill the worrier. 
It is the most insidious and dangerous form 
of pessimism. 

Care, Hood said, drives nails into your 
coffin, but “every grin of laughter draws 
one out,” and Hood was a living illustration 
of the truth of what he wrote. If worrying 
did any good, if it in the least altered one’s 
personal equation, there might be same ex- 
cuse for it, but in this world what is to be 
will be, and no amount of fretting can 
change the everlasting verities. The only 
outeome is weakened nerves, disordered 
stomach, refracfory liver, clouded brain, 
and settled melancholy, ending in condi- 
tions against which materia medica itself is 
powerless. 

In an ideal world évery child would be 
first taught not to worry, and thus avoid 
that distortion of the imagination and sick- 
liness of fancy which head the train of life’s 
ordinary infelicities and reernit new ones 
all along the road, While Tue Trieuns is 
not disposed to accept many of the teach- 
ings of Christian Science and must insist 
that pain is pain wherever found, and that 
mind is not always superior to matter, and 
that when a man is sick he ie sick and if 
not taken care of will die, yet to the extent 
that it is inculeating cheerfulness and ban- 
ishing worry it ia doing a good work. ‘The 
functions of life were intended to be pleas- 
urable, ‘and yet the only sad thing in the 
world is man. Nine-tenths of this sadness 
comes from sickness, and many tenths of 
this sickness come from worry, which de- 
ranges life’s processes and undermines the 
strength of the body, leaving it the victim 
of disease, To no people in the world is the 
advice “ don’t worry” more applicable than 
to the American. They are environed with 
“ fret and stew,” When what they need are

CONDITION OF THE MARKET NOT 
SATISFACTORY TO OWNERS. 


Actual Transactions Closed During the 
Week Aggregate $1,786,472 in Cook 
County—People Buying Property ta 
Meet a Want—Transactions of Mag- 
nitude Under Way and Likely to Be 
Closed Soon—Sales and Leases of the 
Week- 


Actual transactions closed last week were 
unsatisfactory in volume. They aggregated 
$1,736,472, of which $1,542,532 was in city 
property and, $193,940 in outside holdings. 
The number of sales under way in brokers’ 
offices was also not as satisfactory as it 
should be at this season of the year. 

The market has shown an absence of any 
spectacular features for several years. Sev- 
eral months ago conditions were such that 
agents believed this season would witness a 
return of the most prosperous times in real 
estate, and, while those predictions seemed 
then in a fair way to be realized, the situa- 
tion has not yet been brought about. 

In the experiences following past panics 
in land it has always been noted that the 
first demands have been to fill a want, coni- 
ing from small investors, who desired to se- 
cure their surplus earnings by acquiring a 
home, and from manufacturers, who either 
wanted to enlarge their plants or to remove . 
to places more accessible to railroad an-1° 
steamboat traffic and better adapted to 
their business. 


Large Negotiations Under Way. 

From that point of view the market has 
shown some encouragement this epring, and 
negotiations are now under way which, if 
successfully consummated, will show evi- 
dence of prosperity in this respect. Several 
eutside manufacturing industries are figur- 
ing on obtaining sites for factories in Chi- 
cago, and some of the deals which are in 
process of settlement are of unusual im- 
portance. 

There is also appearing a clase of invest- 
ors who in good times enter the real estate 
market for the purpose of obtaining homes. 
From these people agents report a demand 
for lots for building, and some of the buiid- 
ers who make a practice of putting up houses 
and selling them on easy terms are entering 
the. market. 

These factors are all that have appeared so 


‘ far calculated to prove growth in the mar- 


ket. Careful capitalists who buy when they 
can get property at low prices are looking 
for bargains.

Emperor Francis Joseph, with the object 
of refuting the stories which have been 
current to the effect that he Was on bad 
terme with his nephew, Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, who is next heir to the crown, 
has invited him to stay at Goedoellee, a 
compliment which the “Apostle,” as he Is 
often nicknamed, only rarely confers on h!s 
Ritsfolk, this Magyar*‘country seat of the 
monarch being regarded by him as more cf 
& home and private residénce than as a 
palace, The reports with regard to the 
alleged differences between uncle and 
hephew were based on an equally idle tale 
to the effect that the Archduke had offended 
the Emperor by insisting rather too strong- 
ly upon his rights. Now, the Archduke has 
no more rights than any other Archduke, 
save by the grace of his uncle, and the latter 
could, if he liked, entirely ignore his suc- 
cessor up to the last moment. ‘ 

There has been, however, no coolness 
whatmoever between the Emperor and his 
heir. | On the contrary, the intimacy be- 
tween the two has vastly ancreased of late, 
since Francis Joseph has begun to initiate 
the Archdiike to the various duties awaiting 
him as ruler, and to bring him into personal 
contact with persons most prominent in 
every department of public life. In thé 
military hierarchy the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, who has just been promoted to 
the rank of Field Marshal, ds a position 
only next to that of the sovereign himself; 
superior even to that of his cousin, the Tate 
Crown Prince Rudolph, who was completely 
overshadowed by old Field Marshal Arch- 
duke Albert, the uncle of the Emperor and 
Generalissimo of the army, and for some 
weeks past he has been residing in great 
state at the royal palace of Buda-Pesth, 
where he has been officially receiving in 
audience all the dignitaries and leading mem-. 
bers of the Hungarian kingdom. 

As stated above, he is the only one of the 
Emperor's nephews, nieces, cousins, or even 
brothers, to be invited to Goedoelloe, which 
is within easy reach of Pesth, and I under- 
stand that this visit is preparatory to the 
announcement of a still closer relationship 
that is about to develop between uncle and 
nephew. For as soon as ever the mourning 
for the Empress comes to an end the Em- 
peror will proclaim officially the match 
which I first mentioned in these letters near- 
ly a year ago—namely: an alliance between 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and little 
Archduchess Elisabeth, only child of the 
ill-fated Crown Prince Rudolph...

Thée Archduke is the undisputed 
the throne of Austria, but there is 2 grave 
question as to his right to the throne of 
Hungary, the matter depending entirely 
upon the authenticity of the treaty known 
by the name of the Pragmatic Sanction. 
Now, the leading Hungarian Ministers; of 
the day have admitted in the National Leg- 
islature at Pesth that the treaty in question 
is not to be found among the archives of 
either Austria or Hungary, that its existence 
was a myth, ard that even if any papers’ 
purporting to relate to the Pragmatié Banc- 
tion were ever produced it was impossible 
that they could be anything but forgeries. 
If the Pragmatic Sanction, as thus officially 
asserted, does t exist, then the right to 
the crown of Hungary bel nat t6 Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, but to little Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth, now in her seventeenth 
year, as the only child of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph, the Salic law being non-existent in 
Hungary, | 

This condition of affairs would naturally 
be eagerly seized upon by those numerous 
statesmen and politicians in Hungary who 
are anxious to bring about a complete sep- 
aration between the kingdom and the ad- 
joining empire, and this peril in connection 
with the succession is one which ever since 
the death of the late Crown Prince has 
caused the Emperor and his principal states- 
men of Austria no Httle anxiety, but which 
will disappear in the event of the Archduke 
marrying the young Archduchess. True, 
the Archduke is about twenty years older 
than the Arthduchess, but the disparity of 
age is in no sense superior to that between 
Lord Crew and Lady Primrose, who Were 
married the other day in Westminster 
Abbey in England. Moreover, the Arch- 
duke and the young Archduchesa,; being 
merely second cousins, cannot be regarded 
as too closely related. 


The only objections which ean possibly be. 
found to the match are to the fact that 
Archduke was fortderly ardontly in 
love with the mother of the Archduchese— 
namely: Crown Princess Stephanie—and 
that he was only prevented from marrying 
her by the existence of a statute of the 
House of Hapsburg which prohibite any 
member thereof in the direct line of succes- 
sion to the crown from wedding a widow. 
In marrying the Archduchess Elizabeth the 
Archduke has probably adopted the most 
efficacious means of getting rid of his at- 
tachment for her mother, since there is no 
better way of curing an infatuation than by 
converting the object thereof into -one’s 
mother-in-law. 

Let me add that the match will be a most 
popular one. For it ts no exaggeration to 
aseert that, with the exception of the old 
Emperor himself, there is no member of the 
imperial family who has such a strong hold 
on the affections of the people as young 
Archduchess Elizabeth. Owing to the tragic 
fate of her father she is an object of par« 
ticular interest and sympathy to every sub- 
ject of the Emperor, high and low. She is 
looked upon, in fact, much in the light of a 
ward of the entire nation, her popularity in 
no wise extending to her mother, who is 
generally disliked. Today Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand is an object of indifference to the 
people. But there is no doubt that both his 
popularity and his prestige would be vastly 
increased were he to marry his young cousin, 
while the hold of the dynasty upon the 
hearts of the people would be strengthened.

After almost two years’ absérce from the 
so-called ‘‘ New Palace" at Potsdam, the 
Kaiser and his family have resumed their 
residence there, much to thelr satisfaction, 
as the place has always been regarded by 
the Emperor as his home, as it was that of 
his father. It was there that he spent his 
childhood, and, thanks to the English taste 
of the Empress Frederick, it constitutes a 
combination of comfort and magnificence 
rarely to be found in any royal abode, save 
perhaps at Windsor Castle and the Anitcheff 
Palace at St. Petersburg. which latter in its 
interior arrangements remind one greatly, 
but en mieux,’ of Marlborough House. 

A few years before the death of Emperor 
Frederick he made the mistake of filling in 
the wide and deep moats by which the New 
Palace was surrounded, under the impres- 
sion that ‘they were conducive to dampness 
and to malaria. He failed to realize that they 
served to drain the place, and that, asi the 
palnce fs built on low lying ground, they were 
absolutely necessary for the proper sanita- 
tion of the place. In fact, the water got into 
the basement and the palace became 80 un- 
healthy that it has always been a question 
in my mind as to whether this condition of 
affairs was not largely responsible for the 
malady to which Emperor Frederick 
svccumbed, cancer being invariably devel- 
oped by dampness, 4s is proved by the med- 
ical statistics, which show that it is par- 
ticularly prevalent at the mouths of rivers. 
The moats have now been reopened and the 
palace furnished with an entirely new foun- 
dation and basement of cement.

the Crown Prince and Prince EFitel—by the 
by, have recently. been undergoing instruc- 
tion In carpentering, and have just received 
diplomas as master carpenters, this being in 
accordance with the practice in the reigning 
house to which they belong, that each one of 
lis members should Know a trade.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES.| 


CATHOLIC ACTIVITY IN CUBA, PORTO 
RICO, AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


Find Model in America—Aftermath of 
Dr. Brigg 
Jubilee of the Sunday School Union 
—5,000 Students te Spend the Sum- 
mer in the Interest of Mis#tions— 
Mentioned for President of Luther- 
an General Synod. 


While Archbishop Ireland, and others of his 
way of thinking, and Archbishop Corrigan, 
with men of his conservatism, differ on many 
points of Roman Catholic policy, it is known 
that they agreed in the conviction that their 
church in Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines is 400 years behind the times, and that 
both parties united in informing Rome the 
time had arrived when radical steps must be 
taken in these Spanish-American territories. 
Archbishop Chappelle of New Orieans went 
to Cuba and Porto}Rico, and eventually will 
go to the Philippines, armed from Rome with 
almost absolute powers. He was told that 
the Roman Catholic Church in America must 
be his model, and that whoever stood in the 
way in thé new possessions of effecting re- 
forms must be summarily dealt with if neces- 
gary. Rome is Wo less active than Protestant 
missionary organizations. Spanish speaking 
priests who possess American training are 
now being sought for in all directions and 
hurried to the West Indies. The demand is 

eater than the supply, and active training 
as already begun in Roman Catholic semi- 
naries of priests for these new flelds. 


The sentiment among the Episcopalians 
concerning the case of Professor Briggs is 
intense, and yet it is considered almost cer- 
tain that unless sothething new develops the 
incident is ended. -A greater cause of appre- 
hension is the spirit of.unrest prevailing in 
England. There is close sympathy between 
the Church of England and its religious 
daughter in America. Ever since the present 
ritualistic agitation broke out in .England 
there has beén constant dread among Amer- 
ican Episcopalians of some incident occur- 
ring. here to transplant the contro- 
versy across the Atlantic and r-. 
haps result in splitting the communion. 
Many held their ecclesiastical breaths, so to 
speak, when the Clendenin protest appeared. 
Professor Briggs is known to be at work on 
another book, and should there appear any- 
thing in it to excite either party the fire may 
be set atany time. Apprehension, amount- 
ing at times to mame on the part of one side 
for fear the other side will gain an advantage 
unless it acts, as in the Nebraska election 
now on, exists everywhere. : 

And yet the genera! opinion obtains that 
no action will be taken now by the opposing 
party. If one is started it will, unless fed by 
new fuel, spend itself before the meeting of 
the general convention in 1901. Much de 
pends on the turn affairs take in England. 
If war breaks out In new places there war is 
likely to come here, A powerful influence in 
favor of Professor Briggs is reaching this 
country from England by the late mails. It 
is directed toward the opponents of higher 
criticsm here and comes from the High 
Church party in England, Not the same 
conditions exist in the Epiecopal that ex- 
isted in the Presbyterian Church when the 
Briggs case raged in the latter, and it can be 
set down, on the authority of High Church 
leaders, that nothing further will be done 
now unless new provocation arises, 


The statement fs made tliat 11,000,000 
American boys and girls d6 not attend any 
Sunday school. A feature of fhe dlamond 
jubilee of the American Sunday Schoo! union 
is to try to arouse interest in Sunday schools 
to the intent that this vast number may be 
decreased. The country fs nearly covered 
by men at work on this Bunddy school ex- 
tension, and last year no fewer than 1,550 
new schools were started, generally in school 
houses, log cabins, sometimes in bars and 
vacant stores. No fewer than 121,06 per- 
sonal visits were made to families. 
General Joseph. Wheeler. Admiral Philip, 
the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, the Rev. 
W. R. King of St. Louis, Dwight L. Moody, 
and many others will take part in.the cele- 
bration, which will be held in Philadelphia. 
Quakers will be given a prominent place in 
the celebration because of their identifica- 
tion with the early history of the union. It 
is interesting to know that nearly four new 
schools a day have beefi organized for each 
day of the seventy-five years riow to be 
celebrated, and that the number of children 
taught in the union's ools has reached 
the enormous total of almost 14,000,000, The 
union makes the: special request that 
churches everywhere, and Sunday schools 
also, make some reference to the union and 
its work on Trinity Sunday, May 28. 

The work of the union in Missouri, TIlinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, western Pennsylvania, the 
Scuth, and Northwest is superintended by 
the Rev. W. R. King of St. Louls, W. A. Hil- 
lis of Cleveland, the Rev. W. A. McCullagh 
of Henderson, Ky., and F. G. Ensign of Chi- 
cago, and they have been assigned conspicu- 
ous parts in the jubilee. Mr. Ensign was the 
right hand man of Mr. Moody in establishing 
the Chicago Bible Institute, and together in 
a short time $225,000 was raised and the 
school started. It was through the efforts 
of Mr. Ensign that John Crerar left $50,000 
to the union. 

Five thousand students, all of whom have 
determined to work for the cause of missions 
in foreign countries, provided the religious 
bodies to which they belong accept their 
services, are to spend June, in part, and all 
of July, August, and September in visiting 
churches and endeavoring to arouse in their 
members gteater interest in missions. This 
plan of sending out itinerant speakers was 
tried on a small scale last year, and this year 
ig to be put into operation on what may be 
called a wholesale one. The Canadian Meth- 
odist, the Methodist Church South, the 
Methodist Church North, the Reformed 
Church {n America, the Lutheran General 
Synod, the United Presbyterian, the Congre- 
gational American Board and the Presby- 
‘terilan Board of Foreign Missions have for- 
mulated the plan, and appeals are how going 
out to pastors in every State in the union 
belonging to these religious bodies for dates. 
Methodist students, and it is said some 
others, will serve wholly without remunera- 
tion, receiving expenses only. Two days will 
be allowéd in each place, and the students 
will travel in parties of two. In most in- 
stances their task with each church will be 
fourfold: First, to organize a missionary 
committee; second, to plant a missionary 
library; thind, to arrange a missionary study 
class; and fourth, to secure signatures toa 
systematic pledge card. Last year 1,000 
young people's societies were visited end 
100,000 addressed. Pastors and congrega- 
tions in twenty different States indorsed the 
campaign. The tour last year covered 
ninety days, and there were about 2,000 


workers. This year, with 5,000 workers, 
every State will be visited and a four 
months’ campaign waged. 


The threé men most prominently men- 
tioned for the next President of the Lutheran 
General Synod are Professor D. H. Bausiin 
of the Theological Seminary. at Spring- 
field, O.; Professor EB. J. Wolff af Gettys- 
burg, Pa, and the Rey. Dr. William M. 
Baum of Philadelphia. The question most 
prominently before the General Synod is 
the adoption of the ministerial liturgical 
forms, which would be a step toward Eu- 
ropean customs and away from American 
innovations. 


The Rev. F. B. Meyer of Christ Church, 
London, has just accepted by cable the In- 
vitation of Mr. Moody to spend August at 
Northfield. When first invited he declined, 
but Mr. Moody sent immediately a personal 
representative to London to repeat the in- 
vitation. An American preacher is to go to. 
London to fill the Christ:Church pulpit dur- 
ing August, but whether it will be the Rev. 
R. A. Torrey of Chicago or the Rev. Dr. 
James M. Gray of Boston has not yet been 
determined.

Following this the minister reads a homily 
urging obedience to God’s commands, “ re- 
membering the dreadful judgment hanging 
over our heads and always ready to fall 
upon us.”’ 
~ In distinction to this cursing of the im- 
penitent, the modern prayer book has “a 
form of prayer for the visitation of prison- 
ers.’ The old book does not contain this. 


GUNPOWDER CONSPIRACY. 

Another feature of the venerable book is 
“‘a form of prayer with thanksgjving to be 
ufed yearly upon the fifth day of November, 
for the happy deliverance of James I., 
and the three estates of England, from the 
moft traitorous and bloody intended niaffa- 
cre by gunpowder; and also for the happy ar- 
rival of his Majesty King William on this 
day, for the deliverance of our chyrch and 
nation.”’ 

This referred to the celebrated gunpow- 
der conspiracy” of Guido and 
others to blow up the Parliament House 
with James I. and the members of the gov- 
ernment. It was frustrated by discovery 
in advance. | 

Following this is: “A FORM OF PRAY- 
ER with FASTING, to be ufed yearly on the 
Thirtieth of January, being the Day of the 
Martyrdom of the Bleffed King CHARLES, 
the First; to implore the mercy of God that 
neither the Guilt of that facred and innocent 
blood, nor thofe other fins, by which God 
was provoked to deliver up both us and our 
King into the hands of cruel and unreafon- 
able men, may at any time hereafter be 
vifited upon us or our postérjty.”’ 4 


“A FORM of PRAYER with THANKS- 
GIVING to Almighty God for ha put an 
end to the Great Rebellion, by the titu- 
tion of the King and the Royal Family, and 
the Reftoration of the Government after 
many years interruption, which unspeak- 
able mercies were wonderfully completed 
upon the Twenty-ninth of May, 1660. And 
in memory thereof that Day in every Year 
is by Act of Parliament appointed to be 
forever kept holy."’ 

This thankfgiving marked the close of the 
Cromwellian era and the restoration of the 
monarchy with Charles II. as King.

AMERICAN BOOK. 

The old American book is exactly the same 
size as its forerunner from Albion, except it 
is not so thick. Being published after the 
revolutionary war, itis American from cover 
to cover. There are no prayers for Kings, as 
such, but the genera] supplication for Chris- 
tian rulers, just as it appears in the litany 
used in Chicago Episcopal churches today. 
The book bears the date of 1795 and was 
issued in New York “ By Direction of the 
General Convention” and printed by Hugh 
Gaine “ at the Bible, Hanover-Square.”’ The 
volume is bound in stout leather covers, with 
a well-preserved gilt band border. There are 
bars of gilt on the back and the title “‘ Com- 
mon Prayer ”’ in the same substance. 

The preface starts out with an explanation 
that changes are allowable in the form of 
divine service, ‘* provided the fubstance of 
the faith be kept entire,” acknowledges the 
debt for the prayer book to the church of 
the mother country, shows that that church 
does not consider the set forms impossible of 
change, and then proceeds to state the ac- 
tion of the Protestant Episcopal Church “ of 


Conftitutions and 


these States" in making alterations grow- | 


ing out of the revolutionary war. 

“But, when,’ the book goes on in the 
quaint language of the time, “in the courfe of 
Divine Providence, thefe American States 
became independent with refpect to Civil 
Government, their Ecclefiaftical Independ- 
ence was necessarily included; and the dif- 
ferent religious denominations of Chriftians 
in thefe States were left at full and equal 
liberty to model and organize their refpective 
Churches, and forms of worship and difcip- 
line, in fuch manner as they might judge 
most convenient for their future profperity, 
confiftently with the Confitution and Laws 
of their Country. 

“The attention of the Church was, in the 
firft place, drawn to thofe alterations in the 
Liturgy which became necéssary in the 
Prayers for our Civil Rulers, in confequence 
of the Revolution. And the principal care 
herein was to make them conformable to 
what aught to be the proper end of fuch 


| prayers—namely: that ‘Rulers may have 


grace, wifdom, and underftanding to execute 
juftice, and to maintain truth,’ and that the 
People ‘ MAY LEAD QUIET AND PEACE- 
ABLE LIVES IN ALL GODLINESS AND 
HONEPFTY.’." 

The preface mentions other minor changes 
and offers the book to the world for gentle 
and kindly reception. 

The essential parts of the volume do not 
differ from the prayer book of today. 


RARE BOOKS. 
Newberry Library has several old prayer 
books, both originals and reprinted in fac- 
simile. The oldest of these bears the date 
1604. It is areprint. It is about thé size of 
the book of 1760, owned by Bishop McLaren.

ly out of services which were brought to 
France by apostolic missionaries from Ephe- 
sus and Smyrna. The services thus trans- 
planted from the East were used by the 
churches of France, England, and Spain. 
The Eastern missionaries brought the de- 
votional forms of the Eastern Church in the 
Greek language, and Greek words (as Kyrie 
Eleeson) were retained in the Latin services 
in reverent memory of the ancient liturgical 
languages.

be formed from them representing all their 
eseential features, but cast in a form more 
usable by the people at large. A scommit- 
tee of convocations was appointed in 1542 | 
to undertake this work, but their labors were 
not allowed fully to see the light until the 
death of Henry VIII. The old English 
ny was revised and set forth for use in its 
present form in 1544. 

Immediately after the death of Henry 
VIII. the clergy began to urge forward the 
completion of the prayer book, and this was 
accomplished by the committee of Bishops 
and other clergy late in 1548 and presented 
to the convocation, which sent it to the: 
King in council. e first act of uniformity 
(including the prayer book exactly ag it 
was sent up by the convocation) was passed 
at the end of January and enacted 
that the prayer book should be taken 
into general use on the  follow- 
ing Whitsunday, June When 
that solemn day came the English order of 
divine service (which was declared in the 
act to have been composed under the in- 
fluence of the Holy Ghost) emirely super- 
seded the ancient Latin service. 

The Book of Common Prayer thus com- 
pleted was at first received by all except a 
few foreigners and the Puritans. These 
latter had the ear of the King, and the only 
way of saving the prayer book from de- 
struction was by conceding some of the de- 
mands made by them. The prayer book of 
1549 was therefore revised in 1552, but the 
almost immediate accession of Queen Mary 
led to the restoration of the old church 
system and the Latin services, and the book 
ceased to have any legal existence in Octo- 
ber, 1553. Soon after Elizabeth came to.the 
throne in 1558 the English services were re- 
vived. The altered shape of the prayer 
book, that of 1552, was adopted, but with 
some important changes, especially as to 
those sacramental principles which the 
Puritans endeavored to drive out of the 
church. The book thus republished under 
the authority of church and state remained 
in use without any further change until it

PURITANS RESIST. 

During the great rebellion the use of the 
prayer book was a crime for fifteen years. 
Its use was forbidden in any church or 
chapel, and one ordinance forbade its use 
in private and required all copies of it to be 
given up under heavy penalties. The 
restoration of the constitution of England 
brought about the restoration of the Church 
of England. Another attempt was niade to 
draw the Puritans into unity with the church 
at the Savoy conferéice, which met at the 
Savoy Palace in the Strand in 1661. It 
failed to accomplish its object. The Con- 
vocations of Canterbury and York appoint- 
ed committees, however, to review the’ 
prayer book as it had been used before the 
rebellion. They completed their work on 
Dec. 20,1661. The revised book Was attached 
to and made part of the act of uniformity, 
which received the royal assent on May 19, 
1662. Great care was used that every atep 
of the book's progress should be constitu-' 
tional, and wh@n it was finally authorised 
by law exact folio copies of it were certi- 
fied by having the great seal and copies of the 
letters tent attached to them, one of 
which was sent to every cathedral, to the 
law courts at Westminster, and to the Tower 
of London. Several of these are still pre- 
served, as perfect as on the day they were 
issued, and are the legal authority to be

The American Book of Common Prayer . 
a revised edition of the English book of 
1662, with many verbal changes, some omis- 
sions and additions, but in all other respects 
an exact reproduction of the English book.

lish book are: The Office for the Visitation of 


Prisoners, Thanksgiving Day, Family Pray- 


ers, Consecration of a Church, and Institu- _ 


tion of Ministers. 


STANDARD BOOK. 

As to what constitutes the standard text 
of the American book, it may be noted that 
the first edition was published in 1790. The 
general convention of 1790 appointed a com- 
mittee which set forth a corrected book in 
1793, the first edition officially styled “ The 
Standard.” Thereafter, as occasion re- 
quired, the prayer book was reédited by com- | 
mittees appointed by general convention, 
and each time a new standard was author- 
ized, which was supposed to represent the 
true text of the church's liturgy, There 
have been since 1790 seven standard 
editions—17938, 1822, 1882, 1888, 1845, 1871, 
1892—the last being not a set of plates but a 
duly authorized volume. The American 
book continued without revision almost 100 
years. The short lived “ Proposed Book” 
was printed in 1786. 

The committee of the general convention 


- of 1892, appointed “ to prepare a, standard 
| Book of Common Prayer,” proposed a.

the standard book be no longer an edition,

a love story. 

Miss Wilkinson was born in Tarrytown on 
the Hudson and came to Chicago the year 
of the Exposition. She studied at Vassar 
one year and at Wellesley, and one year in 
the University of Chicago. She wrote the 
poem for the dedication of the Woman's 
Building, May 1, ‘938; also in a competitive 
contest at the university for the best piece 
of literary work from students in the English 
department an article of hers, “* e Build- 
ing of a Drama,” was chosen received 
an award of $50. 

This was read in Kent Theater in 1894. 
Until the last year or two, however, she has 
not seriously devoted herself to literary 
work. Since coming to Chicago she has 
been interested in settlement work and has 
geen something of.life at Hull House and in 
the University of Chicago settlements. She 
has also been for some time with Miss Jane 
Addams in Rockford at her summer school. 
She has just left for England, where she ex- 
pects to spend the season with Mrs. Martha 
Foote Crow of the university. She will be 
in Oxford and London most of the time, 
gpending the summer in the north of France.

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HE mapmaker may have overlooked 
_ * The Deserted Village,”’ but a chron- 
icler of the historic and a painter of 
the picturesque should be held ac- 
countable to posterity if he sensed the 
fascinations of “‘ the village” and selfishly 
hugged the charms of it to his heart, invit- 
img no one to see as he had seen ft. . 
On the sunrise side of the Chattahooche, 
200 miles below the beginning of its turbu- 
fent flow, in the Georgian foothills of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, stands an abandoned 
cotton factory. Its 4,000 spindles ceased 
singing their busy song of thrift a dozen 
years and more ago and the shuttles in 
more than a hundred looms are as silent as 
if they had never been schooled in a career 
of usefulness. The glass-bereft and sashless 


same site. 

The first—the earlier of the two—the “ old 
brick” factory, was making shoes and cot- 
ton ‘cloth in 1837, a little more than sixty 
years ago. And here it is that the waters 
of the Chattahoochie, almost ready to show 
the placid surface they exhibit from Colim- 
bus to the gulf, seem to reach the climax of 
impatience with the channel. rocks. They 
strike the obstructions in their course. and 
fill the air with spray, then fall back again 
and quicken their dash through every open 
way between the rocks that mar the smooth- 
ness of. the river’s bed. 

It was an easy problem in mechanics to di- 
vert and harness a portion of this ceaseless, 
tireless power, and the factory was set in 
motion. And for nearly thirty years, or un- 


bank was built by the owner of the one de- 


stroyed. And for another stretch of eighteen 
years the hum and whir of wheels was 
mingled with the music of the river’s splash 
and roar. The nearby hilltop and the’slope 
that Iles between it and the river's bank 
were dotted with the cabin homes of the 
operatives. Half a hundred of these cozy 
habitations gave shelter to a tenantry of 
four times that number of inhabitants. / 


But the evil day arrived that gave sudden 


pause to the animated phases of the picture. 
A fall in. the price of cotton cloth—such as 
the factory produced—eliminated ‘the ele- 
ment of profit and the turbine that had taken 
400 horse power from the rushing current of 
the river was made: to halt, and with its 
final revolution the factory shuttles sang

getting, a~rope aboard and saved the re- 
maining officers and crew. 

The little Nipsic «was making. a brave 
struggle for life when the big Olga came 
drifting down, helpless as an oarless row- 
boat, and crashed into it. The eollision 
probably did not change the ultimate fate 
of either ship, but Captain Mullan saw that 
all hope to save his vessel was lost. The 
smokestack had been carried away, and 
the, fires were drowned. The Captain had. 
thought of making for the open sea, but 
now this was impossible. The next ques- 
tion was to save his men, and he gave the 


order to beach the ship. This wasdone, and. 


the gunboat poked its nose in the sand near 
the American consulate. A boat was low- 
ered only'to be instantly capsized, and the 
five occupants were drowned. Another boat 
went down from. the davits to meet the 


moment their-own imminentjperil,.set up, 
a mighty cheer, It was responded to with 
a will and one ship sailed out to safety and 
the other to destruction. 

The scenes in the harbor at this time were 
terrible beyond telling. The fury of the 
storm had steadily increased and all realized 
that every. craft in the harbor was doomed. 
The Trenton, which was the largest ship 
in the harbor, had cast anchor a mile out 
from the shore. It had made a brave strug- 
| gie to hold its moorings, and night had

SAVED BY TRENTON.

AFTER THE STORM.

We began to talk over our ex- 
periences, oblivious to the savage pounding 
of the Trenton and the general disorder of ~ 
our surroundings. The hurricane was blow-__ 
ing as strong as ever, and the battering seas 
were not losing any of-their violence. 

“About midnight reports came down from 
deck that there were signs of the gale 
breaking up, and at daylight we got the news.

| OIL PAINTINGS FOR 40 CENTS. 
Operatives in the Factories Can Earn 


$2.50 a Day for Spoiling 
Canvas. 
“The current newspaper yarns about 
cheap oil-painting factories are mostly 
fakes,” said a down-town picture and frame 


, dealer. “The things are not made in lofts, 


where gangs of workmen fill in skies ahd 
backgrounds on endless strips of canvas— 
that exists only in the imagination of fe-: 
porters, Most of them are done by Italians 
on the East Side in New York. They work 
in their living rooms, and most of the paint- 
ers have several half-grown children ‘as 


assistants. The wholesale dealers have a‘ 


number of such artists on their book, and 
agree to take all they can do, the firm sup- 


plying the canvas but not the paints. Of 
course the pictures are done rapidly. An 
expert will range six or eight canvases on 
a shelf that is used instead of an easel, and 
generally has a colored print tacked up 
above a# a copy. ,Then he proceeds to rapid- 
ly block in the subject. A favorite scene ish 
mountain lake with a ruined temple in the 
foreground, He will indicate the lake, the 
sky ané@ the mountains without attempting 
any detalis and pass on to the next canvas. 
By the time he is through with the la&t one 
the paint on the first is dry, and he proceeds 
in the same order with the trees, clouds, and 
temple. Meanwhile his helper is putting in 
all the small accessories, and by the time 
AMaylight wanes the row will be done. By 
this system of working the artist does not 
have to be continually changing his brushes, 
and he loses no time in waiting on the drying 
of pigment. We sell such a picture as he 
would turn out at about $2, including frame, 
the net cost of the canvas to the dealer being 
in the neighborhood of 90 cents. The work- 
man gets 40 cents apiece for his paintings, 
and most of them average $2.50 a day, year 
inandyear out. I know one man who makes 
just. double that amount, but he has two 
clever children. As you may see, some of 
the pictures are by no means devoid of merit 
ih spite of their slap-dash handling. In fact, 
a goo many of the 40-cent artists occupy 
their leisure in doing artistic things which 
they may or may not be able to sell. The 
others bring in a steady income and keep the 
pot boiling.”—New Orieans Times-Demo-

EFFECT OF CLEMENCY. 


LTHOUGH the Czar has until recent- 
ly been regarded as thoroughly hon- 
est and loyal in his profession of the 
most humane and generous senti- 
‘ments, yet the fact remains that both. 

his lieges and the world at large are still 
waiting for his proclamation of that amnesty 
for which ‘people have been looking ever 
since he came to the throne, five years ago, 
and which would have constituted a far 
more practical and eonvincing demonstra- 
tion of his philanthropy than the organiza- 
tion of peace congresses such as that which 
assembled at The Hague on Thursday. 

Amnesties for political offenses were’looked 
for at the time of the Czar’s accession, on 
the occasion of his solemn coronation at 
Moscow, and again at the birth of his eldest 
child. -But rm sign of clemency has been 
given by *‘ The Little Father” of “ All the 
Russias.” 


Yet ‘another occasion is now offered to 
Nicholas for the remedy of this neglect on 
his part. For were he to signalize the peace 
congress which he has organized by the 
issue of a proclamation granting an am-. 
nesty for all purely political offenses, it 
would constitute a guarantee of the good 
faith of the benevolence and generosity to 
which he gave expression in his various 
peace. manifestoes and would be hailed 
throughout the entire civilized worl as the 
most enlightened and progressive act of sov- 
ereignty that has ever been performed by 

monarch since his grandfather, Alex- 
ander II., proclaimed the emancipation of 
the serfs, nearly forty years ago. 


‘Emancipation of the Serfs. 


There were many objections raised, both 
on political and administrative grounds, to 
the issue of this celebrated ukase onthe part 
of Alexander the Liberator, and from a 
purely economic point of view it may be 
questioned whether Russia as a nation has 
as yet derived as much material benefit 
from this freedom of the peasantry from 
slavery as was expected. . This, however, is 
due to the people, who have not known how 
to take advantage of the priceless boon of 
liberty thus conferred, rather than the fault 
of the ruler whose edict was such as to 
entitle him to the admiration and regard of 


_ all- the world, and to the most honored place 


in the‘history of, his country. 
The same objections would doubtless be 
raised to the grant by Nicholas of an am- 


\ mesty ‘for political offenses, and it is quite 


probable that in a number of instances harm 
might result from the indiscriminate libera- 
tion of political offenders, even if innocent 
of any infraction of ordinary common and 
criminal law. ’ But the general effect of such 
an act of clemency at home as well as 
abroad would be so immense and so wide- 
Bpread and would excite so much good-will 
and regard both in behalf of Russia and of its 
young ruler as to result in advantages—po- 
litigal, moral, and material—that would far 
vutweigh any isolated cases of harm. 


Emperor William May Act. 


If Iday so much stress on the propriety of 


the Czar taking advantage of the peace con- 
ess for the proclamation of his so long 
elayed and so anxiously expected ukase of 
amnesty, it is because there is a persistent 
rumor to the effect that Emperor William in- 
tends to avail himself of the occasion to pro- 


claim an analogous act of clemency. Some. 


declare that it will embrace political offenses, 
while others insist that it will be restricted 
_to the men, women, and children now under- 
going. imprisonment for lese majesty. 
Inasmuch as the latter consists of speaking 
or writing in an insulting manher concerning 
the Emperor or the members of his family, 
an amnesty for these offenses would come 
with particular grace from this monarch, 
who, as those who know him best are aware, 
is possessed of a heart quite as susceptible 
_ to generous and humane impulses as that 
e shown such a remarkable degree 
tact until now in the happy timing of ne 
favors and compliments which he confers— 
as, for instance, when he chose the day of 
President Carnot’s funeral to announce the 
pardon of several French staff officers con- 
victed of peculiarly aggravated cases of 
espionage—that a general impression pre- 
vails that he will not permit the opening of 
the peace congress to pass away without 
signalizing it by some act of clemency, some 
display of sentiments of peace and good-will 
toward his fellow-creatures. It would be 
the first genera! amnesty granted since his 
accession to the throne, now eleven years 
Is Generous. 

There is yet a.third soverei wh 
possibly avail himself of the 
a issue a decree of amnesty. It is King 

umbert of Italy, who, more silent and 

y less demonstrative than either 

Czar or Kaiser, surpasses both of them in 
Warmth of heart and in kindliness toward 
his fellow-creatures. At the tomb of Gari- 
baldi three weeks ago he solemnly promised 
the eld patriot’s daughter, Mme. Canzio, 
that he would avail himself of the earnest 
opportunity to amnesty the thousand and 
odd. prisoners who are still undergoing pun- 
ishment for their participation in the san- 
guimary disturbances of a yearago. What 
better’ or more appropriate occasion could 
he find for the performance of an act of 
clemency of this kind that the meeting of 

the great peace congress at The Hague? . 

Of Humbert’s forgiving spirit innumerable 
instances could be given. One of them which 
deserves to be placed on record was only re- 
cently brought to light. Some twenty years 
ago, while driving with the Queen through 
the streets.of Naples, a man of the naine of 

Passanante jumped on the doorstep of the 
royal carriage and, drawing a knife, aimed 

a blow straight at the King’s heart. Quick 

as a flash his Prime Minister, Cairoli, who 

was seated facing their Majesties, with his 
back to the horses, threw himself between 

Humbert and the would-be assassin in such 

@ manner as to shield his ruler with his 

body, into which the kgife was plunged up 

to its hilt. Queen Marguerite’s white dress 
was deluged with the blood of the Premier, 
she re- 
covered from the terrible shock to which 
her nervous system had been subjected. 
was, of course, arrested and 
condemned to imprisonment for life. He 
died in confinement some ten years ago. 

A few weeks ago the death of an old 

at gringo who had been living 
erm of years in a good 
Geal of comfort and relative luxury, was 
reported to the local authorities. When they 
came to examinc her effects they discovered 


from her papers that she was no other than * 


the mother of Passanante, and that from the 
time of her son's conviction until the day 
of Der death she had been maintained entire- 
ly at the personal expense of the King, no 
one, excepting the controller of his privy 

, Knowing anything about the matter. 

is only one of hundreds of similar ilius- 
trations which could be cited of the excel. 
lence of heart of this King, who enjoys the 
distinction of being the only reigning mon- 
arch to bear on his body the scar of a wound 
received in battle. 


Clemency of Franz Joseph. 

Clemency is one of the grandest preroga- 
tives of a ruler, and while, of course, there 
have been times when it has been injudi- 
clously exercised, yet as a genera! rule noth- 

therefrom. 
peror Francis Joseph, for instance, would 
have been deprived of the altogether price- 
less services of Francis Deak, the patriot, at 
whose, bier.the late Empress Elizabeth shed 
tears of sorrow, as well as those of the late 
Count Julius Andrassy, so long his Prime 
Minister and Chancellor, had it not been for 
the amnesty which he issued to those most 
prominently concerned in the bloody Hun- 
garian insurrection

People in New York society who have 
sprung up out of commonness and poverty 
to vast wealth are inclined to bear a haughty 
manner, and they are rude simply because 
they know they can be without any loss as 
to position, for their dollars make them se- 
cure. | 

This plainly, shows that it is easier for 
them to be rude than to be polite, for true 
politeness is never put off and on according 
to individuals.

France’s Amnesty of 1879. 

France, which on the recommendation of 
Gambetta, issued in January, 1879, an am- 
nesty in favor of the 2,245 men and women 
sentenced to various terms of pénal servi- 
tude for their participation in the Commune 
insurrection of 1871, has had quite as much 
reason to congratulate herself for this act 
of clemency as Emperor Francis Joseph. 
For a considerable number of the canvicts 
and fugitives from justice thus amnestied 
have become not only eminent and useful 
citizens, but have likewise rendered brililant 
services to the republic. 

Chief among the number is that ex-Colonel 
of the Commune, Camille Barrére, who 
after being sentenced to death for the part 
which he played in the burning of the Tuller- 
tes and in the overthrow of the Vendome 
Column today represents his country 4s 
Ambassador at Rome, where he has brought 
about a restoration of friendly relations be- 
tween France and italy, to the mutual bene- 
fit of both countries. |

escape. Other equally eminent. beneficiaries 
by the amnesty of 1879 are Jules Dalou, the 
celebrated sculptor, and Paschal Grousset, 
one of the leading editors of the Temps, a 
friend and frequent guest of Mr. Gladstone 
at Hawarden Castle, and the leader of the 
movement for the introduction of athletics 
in the schools of France. He was Minister 
of Foreign Affairs of the Commune, and was 
sentenced in 1872 to penal servitude for life. 

Napoleon IIL. granted an amnesty to all po- 
litical offenders at the close of his victorious 
campaign in Italy in 1859, and his uncle, the 
first Emperor, issueda similar amnesty after 
his return from Elba during the so-called 
hundred days’ reign. Parliament in England 
has enacted three amnesties—namely: at the 
time of the Stuart restoration, in 1651. and 
after the two Jacobite rebellions, in 1715 and

It goes.without saying that such a catas. 
trophe would be decidedly uncomfortable 
and it is also undoubtedly true that even in 
this enlightened fin de siécle there are thous 
sands of superstitious and cranky peopls 
who believe that. such a general collapse 
may happen. Their belief is the stronger 
because Herr Falb otherwise has quite just- 
ly the reputation of a learned professor, 
But he is a crank not only on the fin de sigels 
but on the fin @u monde. It may be concedeg 
on general principles that there will Be an 
end, of all things earthly, but the question 
whether this end will come within five 
months or whether it will come through col. - 
lision with a comet is another matter, 


Mysterious Sky Tramps. 

The comets, these mysterious tall starg 
which come, mostly quite unexpectedly) 
from the depths of the universe Within ow 
vision, have not bothered astronomers muah 
of late. The last phenomenon of this chan 
acter, with a particuiarly brilliant “taf, 
sliently swept its course on the heavelgiy 
1882. It was, like all former comets, many 
millions of miles distant, yet, when it is 
considered that these orbs cover a consider 
able part of the visible horizon, it will be 
readily comprehended that they are of @ 
size scarcely comprehensible to humal 
understanding. 

The Donati comet, for instance, which ape 
peared in 1858, had a tall over 30,000,08 
miles in length—that is, 200 times as long 
as the distance between the earth and the 
moon. A comet which appeared in Februe 
ary, 1843, swept the heavens like a giganti¢ 
searchlight; its tail was computed to be 
165,000,000 miles in length, a distance which 
would reach from the earth to the sun and 
65,000,000 miles beyond. | 

Every school boy knows that these 
brilliant tailed orbs do not revolve like the 
earth and other planets in unalterable 
courses around the sun, but that they are 
astronomical tramps. From*the depth of 
the universe they come 


attracted by the mighty fixed star like 
moths by the light. Frequently the cours 
of these heavenly tramps is changed by 
their close approach to the sun, and the 
they have to quit their irregular tramp 
course and have to revolve around the sun, 
always within the sphere of the latter, like 
decent and orderly members of the sun's 
empire. The course of such periodical 
comets can be and is exactly calculated 
by the astronomer; other comets again 
disappear forever. They retreat after @ 
visit to our sun to such an incomprehensibie 
distance that they get within the spheres 
of other suns, as is predicted of the come§ 
of 1885. | 


Comets Harmless So Far. 


Such a comet is a peculiar fellow. If 
is far distant from thg sun it ap 
the astronomer can see it at all—like am 
infinitesimally small cloud of light. The 
closer it gets to the glowing sun the stronger 
are the changes. The matter which com 
poses it strives away from the “ head” of 
the comet which is turned toward the sump 
the mysterious stranger becomes longer and 
longer, and the “ tail’ develops, and in the 
head itself a starry condensation of the 
comet matter is observed. Modern Tt 
searches have established the fact that @ 
comet is nothing else but a conglomerate 
of dust and meteors, smali débris, which fre« 
quently come to the earth as “ shoot:ng 
stars,” to rest in the museums of natural
